Larson’s death followed an all-night 
siege, during which the possemen 
sought to dislodge him by rifle fire 
and by pouring ammonia into the 
house. One member gained entrance 
to an adjoining room to that in which 
Larson had barricaded himself and 
threw ammonia on the floor. This 
failed, however, to affect Larson, and 
the posse, divided, began to pour a 
steady stream of lead into the build- 
ing to which Larson replied. It was 
through this exchange of shots that 
Ranson was ftally wounded, appar- 
ently by a bullet from the opposite 
section of the posse. 

While the possemen held a consul- 
tation Larsen kept up an intermit- 
tent fire and the sheriff's party de- 
cided to fire the house. This was 
done at 6:30 o'clock arc shortly after 
the building was burned Larson's 


partly charred body, with one leg al- 
most shot away, was found in the 
ruins,

Calm Again Settles. 


When Governor Neff concluded, the 
calm atmosphere of the conference 
returned. The final speakers, Gov- 
ernors Morrison, of North Carolina: 
Preus, of Minnesota, and Nestos, of 
North Dakota. pledzed the support of 
their states in making effective the 
enforcement program, and the con- 
closed with the acoption of 
the rresident’s proposals.

“It is only the enemies of the pro- 
hibition law who say tbat it is not 
capable of enforcement. To admit 
that would encourage attacks upon 
the enforcement of other laws.”

Téxt of Address. 

The text of the president’s address 
follows: 

“It is my peculiar privilege to wel- 
come you here as one, who, by expe- 
rience can look at your problems with 
that sympathy which comes from com- 
mon fellowship. The governorship of 
a sovereign state of our nation is an 
exalted position. it outranks, within 
its own jurisdiction, with a single ex- 
ception, every other office in America. 
[t is the very greatest honor that a 
state can bestow. A gathering of gov- 
ernors has a significance greater than 
any other unofficial convoeation that 
can be held in the United States. 

“It would be a matter of large pub- 
lie importance that could justify a 
gathering of the chief executives of 
the states and the nation for a con- 
ference at Washington. You have 
been invited that 1 might lay before 
you some of the problems for a bet- 
ter enforcement’of laws. A statement 
of the purpose is sufficient to indi- 
cate the importance, for a government 
which does not enforce its laws is 
unworthy of the name of a govern- 
ment, and eannot expect to hold either 
the support of its own citizens or 
the respect of the informed opinion of 
the world. 

Immigration Violations. 
“That ours is a dual system of ad- 


plained in tlfis presence. 
ers and joint responsibilities exist, 
'which can best be exercised and dis- 
|'charged by joint action. 
| ‘While certain classes of aliens, 
| easily distinguishable, have been ex- 
eluded from this country for a consid- 
erable length of time, a general policy 
of restricting immigration, broadly in- 
elusive, has only recently been adopt- 
ede. The new law admits approxi- 
mately 350,000 aliens, or about one- 
third of the number coming in &an- 
nually under the old law before the 
war. On the other band the number 
desiring to enter is now much larger, 
and attempts to evade the law have 
greatly increased. It is estimated by 
ithe department of labor that there is 
a seepage over the border and through 
the ports of about 100,000, which is 
a considerable menace to the success 
of our immigration policy. Such an 
influx of persons, entering the coun- 
‘try in violation of the law, cannot fail 
to attract the attentien of local police 
authorities along our borders and on 
our. seacoasts, who ean be of very 
great assistance in notifying the local 
representatives of the department of 
justice, or the department of labor, in 
order that such persons may the more 
readily be excluded and deported. 
Drug Problem. 

“Another problem exists which is 
world-wide in some of its aspects. It 
is considered of such importance to 
our own welfare that special repre- 
‘sentatives of this country, attended, 
when the League of Nations recently 
considered the regulation of the opium 
traffic where their efforts met with 
large success, The national laws and 
the laws of most of the states reg 
ulate the sale of narcotic drugs. Their 
use, except under the direction of com- 
petent medical advice, is everywhere 
regarded as attended with grave dang- 
er, usually resulting in lamentable 
disaster. The ,effective protection of 
the people from these results de- 
pends on our ability to prevent the 
smuggling and unlawful sale of such 
narcotics. Their use is, in part per- 
haps, due to physical disease and, in 
part, to lack of moral stamina, but 
their abuse is almost wholly a_ re- 
sult of violations of the law. If the 
law can be enforced, medical science 
would very soon rid the country of 
this menace. This traffic is carried 
on secretely and evasively. It can only 
he detected and eradicated through a 
system of local inspectors and police. 
The national secret service and en- 
forcement officers can cope with the 
smugglers and the wholesalers, but 
the peddlers and retailers can not 
successfully be suppressed without

Dry Law Violations. 

“The other problem which I wish 
to lay before you is that of intoxicat- 
ing liquors. The Eighteenth Amend- 
ment was proposed by the tongress 
in 1917, and its ratification prociaim- 
ed in January, 1919. It prohibits the 
manufacture, sale, or transportation, 


and the importation and exportation | 


of intoxicating liquors for beverage 
purposes, and confers upon the con- 
gress and the several states concur- 
rent power to enact enforeement leg- 
islation. This power was exercised by 
the congress in the national prohibi- 
tion act, which was finally passed in 
October, 1919, two thirds of the 
house of representatives and senate, 
present, having voted in the affirma- 
tive. Substantially all of the states 
have likewise passed enforcement acts 
under the authority of the Eighteenth 
Amendment. In all ‘of the states there 
had long been laws regulating the 
sale of intoxicating Ilquors, am in| 
many of the states prohibition d 
already been adopted. 

“Neither the amendment, nor the 
prohibition act, undertaken to relieve

Trade Situation of Nation 


BY R. L. BARNUM. 

_ New York, October 20.—Our for- 
eign trade, like domestic business in 
general here at home, has, in recer* 
‘ynonths, been making oane=pected bis- 
tory. according to ti.s wees’s figures 
‘fro. Washington covering our mer- 
‘chandise exports and uuports for Sep- 
tember and for the nine months of 
the year. For Januaiy of this sear 
our exports. were only $339,000,000 
‘against $344,000,000 ‘for December, 
the previous month, and against $722,- 
,000,000 for January ef 1920 which 
was the high record tor that month 
‘for all time. Our Janoary, 1923, ex- 
pwerts were the smallest for any month 
since August of 1915. 

But this enormous shrinkage in 
‘our exports was not the only bigh 
‘Spot in our foreign trade situation 
ut the beginning of 1923 In Jan- 
uary of 1920 our excess of exports 
over imports was $454,.000,000 or 
over $100,000,000 more than our ex- 
ports alone for the tirst month of 
this In brief, while our ex- 
ports were dropping from $722,000 000 
in January of 1920 to $339,000,000 
in January of 1923 our excess of ex- 
ports over imports was declining from 
945-44,000,000 to a bare $5,514,000. 

For February of this year our fa- 
vorable balance of exports over im- 
ports was even smaller It was only 
$3,S77,000. But the real shock cume 
‘in March when- we shewed an excess 
of imports over expor.s. For March 
‘of this year the balance of foreign 
trade against us amounted to $ii,-

finish line at Belmont park. 

Extras issued by the newspapers, 
to meet*the demands of a tremendcus 
interest that had been worked up 
over the race during the last few 
davs, confirmed the bad news. ; 

Soon afterward, his health such 
that he could not go to America to 
see the race, a “good sport,” a cool, 
taciturn, well known  phlegmatic 
Englishmen, Ben Irish, owner of 
Papyrus, heard the results of the race 
without great emotion. 

He was content to bask in the joy 
the sportsmanship and kindness of 
the Americans had given him on this, 
the first occasion of an internationul 
race between respective derby win- 
ners in America and England. He 
believes such races in the future will 
do much to cement the relations he- 
tween the two countries ands rp- 
joices that his horse happened to he 
the first to enter in such a race.

Irish’s Formula. 


_ His simple watchword, “a little 
Judgment and a lot of luck,” is prob- 
ably +n understatement. Either Irish 
possesses ten times as much ju¢g- 
ment as he admits, or he is blessed 
with more luck than anv morta] who 
ever played the English turf. For 
Trish is famed in this country as a 
picker of winners. :

With Friday's lesson in the Fpistle 
to the Philippians the first visit to 
Atlanta of that great Bible teacher, 
Miss Angy Manning Taylor, was 
brought to a close. , 

That it will not be the last visit 
of Miss Taylor to Atlanta is the man- 
ifest hope of all who attended her les- 
sons for the past two weeks in Egies- 
. ton hall. 

-Rare indeed is the personality 
which can impress itself in an indel- 
ible way upon the minds and hearts 
‘of others in so short a time; but, win- 
ning as she is in herself, the great 
power of her personal influence, as 
well as of her teaching, lies in the 
fact that she is used of God. 


As one who heard her so beautifully | 


expressed it: “Miss Taylor made me 
think of an Aeolian narp with strings 
ready for the touch of unseen hands.” 
This no doubt was the feeling many 
carried from her classes, such a sense 
of *barmony and rhythm as must be 
felt throughout their daily lives. The 
Christ-life, as taught by her and as 
expressed in her own person, is the 
po life where there is no discordant 
note, the only life where all the colors 
of the spectrum blend to the purity 
of white.

Some weeks since, I wrote to a} 
prominent rector in Texas, asking | 
him to tell me of his experience with | 
the order, and in part his reply was | 
this: “I find it a very difficult thing | 
to ‘show’ up concrete examples of | 
what the Order of the Daughters of | 
the King accomplishes.

Historical Statement. 

More than 36 years ago, the senior, 
Bible class for young women in the 
church of the Holy Sepulchre, New 
York city, had for its class name, 
“Daughters of the King.” Desirous 
of stimulating its members to greater 
activity and more earnest zeal for 
Christ and the church, their teacher. 
Mrs. M. J. Franklin, called a meet- 
ing on Easter eve, 1885. The pur- 
pose was to arouse their cooperation 
as a class in some definite work for 
Christ and His churco. Having ob- 
tnined the rector’s consent to their 
forming an association, a committee 
was appointed to select an emblem 
and motto for the order. 

Before Whitsunday of the ‘same 
vear, the class was iully organized 
and the work thoroughly in hand. 

Each Daughter felt that to do 
God's work, she must be drawn near 
to Him: the first thing to be done 
was to pray for the blessing of His 
Holv Spirit. The members resolved 
to do this every day of their iives. | 
Prayer was old to them, but the) 
power of prayer and the reality of | 
praver came to these women afresh. 
They realized there was a duty to do} 
at home: that each one of them had, 
near at hand, women who needed to 
be won to Christ and His church. 

The rule of the Brotherhood of St. 
Andrew was adopted, so, allied te the 
brotherhood, the order started out to 
spread the Lingdom of Christ, espe- | 
eially ameng women. Their first ef- ; 
fort was to bring women tc the Bible | 
classes, because it enabled them to 
reach women. Next, the Daughters 
had special pews in church, . where 
some of them always sat, to be neich- 
horly with strangers, f:and’~ them 
books and shuw them the place?.

The Organization in Canada.

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For the third season the Savannah 
Church Normal school began work 
October 10, and the Augusta Church

“Mhe Fourth of July, as Citizenship 
Day, has come into its ewn through- 
cut the nation, more clubs each year 
reporting the observance of the day 
in an appropriate manver. Georgia 
will make a fine record this year. 
Your chairman spoke at Dunwoody, 
Ga., on the morning of the Fourth of 
July. and in the afternoon presided 
at the exercises at Piedmont Park, 
Atlanta, Ga. 

Legislative Program. ; 

“Durng the session of the legisla- 
ture the chairman sent out many let- 
ters and telegrams, asking the club- 
women to assist in enlisting the In- 
terest of the members of the assembly 
‘+ the bills before the house and 
cenate which were of vital interest to 
the women and children of the state. 
The response to these appeals was im- 
mediate and most helpful. The 
partment was represented in different 
committee meetings which had to do 
with appropriations for Georgia s de- 
pendent ones. The only legislation 
passed in which the women took ac- 
tive part was the appropriation of 
$5,000 for the operation of the child 
plecement Jaw. Mrs. R. H. Hankin- 
son's report on citizenship training 
will speak for itself. 

“With the increasing influx of for- 
eigners in our southland, we must 
stress Americanization more than 
ever before. One club in the state 
has reported a_ beautiful piece of 
Americanization work. ‘Through the 
direct influence of President MUard- 
ing the sailing list at Constantinople 
was reopened, an Armenian 
brought to safety and to America, 
The adults of this family are now in 
night school. The oldest boy, twelve 
years, entered in day school, was ad- 
vanced in one week from the first 
to the fourth grade, and in three 
weeks stood before an audience and 
sang America in the English language. 

“Tnder the able direction of Mrs. 
Albert Thornton, community service 


‘has reached a most gratifying state 


of efficiency. 

“In closing my years of service to 
the department, I am grateful if in a 
small way the department has ac- 
complished the things it set out to do, 
and the records will show that this 
has been done. There are some things 
which the new chairman will inherit 
as fundamentals— 

“First, the necessity to register and 
to vote. Second, to continue to study 
conditions, and the way to meet 
these conditions. Third, to have 
every city, town and community in 
the state observe the Fourth of July 
as citizenship day. Fourth, to study 
the bills in which a woman is inter- 
ested, consult with the representa- 
tive of her county, district or town, 
to explain to him intelligently why 
she wishes to see that bill passed.

THE WISDOM OF FAIRNESS. 


Figures just made public disclose 


that more cars were loaded with 
revenue freight in the week ended 
September , 29—-the last week’s 
report available for publication— 
than ever before in railroad history. 

That is a remarkable statement, 
and it is a significant one. 

The total was 1,097,27 This 
exceeded by 4,707 cars the previous 
record which was established for 
the week of September 1, this year, 
when the total was 1,092,567 cars. 

While freight loadings are ordi- 
narily heavier at this time of the 
year than at any other owing ‘espe- 
cially to the seasonal crop and coal 
movements, the total for the week 
of September 29 far exceeds other 
weeks in the autumn months in pre- 
vious years. Up to 1923 the record 


loading for any one week in history | 


was 1,018,539 cars, in the week of 


October 15, 1920, but that figure | 


has been surpassed eleven times out 
of the fifteen weeks this year that 
the million car loading mark has 
been exceeded. 

The total loadings for the week 
was an increase of 36,838 cars over 
the preceding week this year, and 
it was an increase of 119,483 cars 
over the corresponding week of last 
year, and an increase of 192,443 
cars over the corresponding week 
in 1921. °

“The Kwangsi troops had been in 
peaceful command here some 
time until.the first of January last, 
when Kwangtung troops came i nwitb- 
out firing a gun within hearing of 
the city. 

Burn Part of City. 

In February the Kwangsi soldiers 
returned, burned part of the city 
outside west ‘gate and, after severn}

During their possession of the vity 
the greater number of the citizens 
of Shiu Hing fled back to their vil- 


lages, leaving stores and residences 
schools an yamens to be oceunied lyr 
troops. They filled every availa'le 
niche within the city and without it 
near the gates. 

On the twentieth of April there was 
fighting which continued without a 
moment’s cessation for three days. At 
the end of that time it was reported 
tuat the “enemy” had been driven 
back out of the gorge and that the 
river was carefully guardea, 

Mail Boats Only Pass. 

Not a boat of any kind, except pos- 
tal sampans, were allowed through 
the gorge for a week after the three- 
cay fight. Then finally on Suncay 
morning, the sixth of May, there was 
heard the dull thud of exploding can- 
non far away. The Kwangtung sol- 
diers were upon us! But not quite. 
for rushing back to the city the 
Kwangsi soldiers closed and made 
fust the city gates, This they partly 
accomplished by taking up the huge 
paving stones in the street and piling 
them with sandbags against the inside 
of the gates. 

For twelve days these barriers and 
the fire of the Kwangsi soldiers kept 
the Kwangtung soldiers away. Dur- 
ing these dars there was little rest 
for the citizens inside those gates. 
Something over a hunared and thirty 
people, mostly women and children, 
were crowded into our small chapel, 
living and sleeping there, not to men- 
tion cooking there. This while sol- 
diers occupied their homes, made free 
use of their possessions, and insolent- 
ly became master of the whole place, 

Pleaded For Peace. 

Night after night we watched var- 
ious parts of the city outside the wall 
burn until it seemed to us there 
could be little left to burn. Twice 
we went to General Cheung Hei Sik 
begging in the name of the suffering 
people, that he hasten to talk peace 
with those who opposed him. He only 
consumed time attributing to them

But as far as Poin- 
care was concerned the decision was 
from the outset unfavorable. The 
position of the French government

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The American Woman and Her 


The Man Who Didn’t Believe In Women—The Three 
Types of Girls—The Neutral 
Marriage. 


BELIEVE, rightly or wrongly, 

that the most gripping prob- 

lem on the American conti- 

nent today for the visitor is 

the relation of the American 

woman to her man-folk. 
From wide observation, I do not think 
that the American woman herself re- 
alizes what this relation is, where it 
differs from the similar relation in 
Europe between the sexes, and the 
_vital part it is playing in the forma- 
tion and future of America. 

It grieves me to say it, and even 
then I say it with qualification, the 
qualification of the many exceptions, 
but the modern American male. re- 
gards his women-folk much as the 
European of two generations ago did 
his. That is, he regards them partly 
as objects to be worshiped, to be 
worked for, and, if possible, to be 
kept without working themselves, 
Save in the home and in domestic 
concerns, partly as ornaments. What 
he does not realize and what he seems 
to prevent vast numbers of American 
women from recognizing is that the 
last twenty years has seen woman 
come out from her shell; has seen her 
demand “equality” and ‘‘comrade- 
ship,’’ and has seen her once and for 
all demand, not “‘request,’’ that she 
be not relegated exclusively to the 
rearing of children and household 
work, however important these things 
be in themselves. 

1 am going to say something here 
which may perhaps offend, but it has 
to be said. The countless women 
whom I have met and who boast their 
‘“‘freedom’’ because they float in and 
out-of women’s clubs, or take part in 
what I have heard called ‘‘talk-fests,”’ 
or attend lectures in which they have 
no real interest—these women to me 
are not liberated, but are still tied to 
shibboleth. ‘‘Freed from the home, 
they have but entered into another 
thraldom. They are not doing any 
real, definite work in life, which is a 
woman’s, as it is a man’s, only justi- 
fication to citizenship and to real free- 
dom. And worse than all, such wome- 
en neglect home and child, which they 
have no more right to do than the 
male *“‘who has no time to educaie 
the kiddies.”’ 

Where lectures are attended to 
learn, or the club used for education- 
al as well as purely social purposes, 
and where the woman who frequénts 
lecture or club is doing so to the de- 
finite end of helping her special work 
in life, whether it be doctoring, or 
legal work, or carpentering (I know 
many fine cabinet makers who are 
women), or nursing—then that is an- 
other pair of boots entirely. 


HAVE begun with the more mature 

woman. Now I come to the very 
young girl of whom I have already 
written in my second article. 

| need not recapitulate what I have 
already said—that I admire and have 
affection for the American ‘‘flapper.”’ 
But I want to add that the young 
American girl who has my respect 
is the girl who demands full recogni- 
tion as worker and citizen from the 
young American male. It is not the 
girl—still in. the vast majority in 
America as perhaps elsewhere—who 
wants to be waited on, who is always 
looking for ‘‘attention” (that thrice- 
damnable word!), who wants to make 
conquests, who is the hope of Amer- 
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ica— it is the independent girl. So it 
is that I ask the young American girl 
to pray for “‘pride,”’ that divine pride 
which is the reverse of the pride of 
vanity which, Gods knows, in Europe 
as in America, is but too common. 
The young girl who demands first 
of all respect, not because she is a 


‘girl, but because she is working to- 


wards a definite object, who, th a 
word, is the girl whose 


all the men in a bunch at one end of 
the room and the women at the other! 
And how well I know how fiercely 
will this be challenged by thousands 
of. readers who themselves are’ for- 
tunate enough not to be segregated 
from their men-folk! And I shall be 
glad to be challenged. It is only by 
discussion and apparent differences of 
opinion that we shall get at the truth. 
This in turn brings 


relations with her man- 
folk are based upon the 
only durable founda- 
tion. he demands re- 
cognition as a “‘human 
being !”’ 

Speaking of ‘‘founda- 
tions’’ between _ the 
sexes, I remember 
speaking with a youth- 
ful member of the Steel 
Corporation of the 
United States, who said 
to me one evening in a 
New York restaurant: 
‘‘There are three types 
of American girls; first,

up that problem of ‘‘the 
earning man and the 
spending woman” to 
which I have once or 
twice in this series ob- 
liquely referred. 

When the average 
American woman _ in- 
sists upon earning her 
own livelihood even 
when married, and re- 
fuses to be dependent 
upon her husband’s in- 
come to keep her either 
in full or half idleness, 
she will have made such 
a step in advance as 


the ‘mealhound;’ sec- 

ondly, the ‘gold-bug;’ and lastly, ‘the 
girl you don’t talk about, but marry.’ ”’ 
He went on, in explanation: ‘‘The first 
wants your food; the second, your 
money, and the third, yourself! The 
last is the girl you love.”’ 

A distressing phenomenon to the 
cultured European who first visits the 
states is to see how the American male 
admires the painted face in his wom- 
en-folk. To deny this would be sheer 
pretense, it seems to the writer, for 
everywhere one goes one finds the 
painted, powdered face and the lips 
reddened with lip-salyve—in a word, 
one finds the ‘‘cosmetic face,’’ with- 
out expression, because it 1s without 
the fine lines which are the very es- 
sence of individuality. ‘‘But you find 
this also in Europe,’’ you say. True. 
But old, decadent Europ®@ expects 
something other from youthtul 
America. 

A lady of the middle west said 
quite frankly to the writer one eve- 
ning in a little talk at a university set- 
tlement: “‘The painted face is in re- 
sponse to the male demand for paint.” 
Is she right? Women*of any race 
don’t paint to please themselves! 


LL this brings us what to me has 

seemed, perhaps erroneously, to 
be that highly marked “‘sex-segrega- 
tion”? of America. 

I find the women crowding together 
in their clubs, shops, etc. I find the 
men crowding together in their clubs. 
What I rarely found was men and 
women discussing together the latest 
fine literature, or even the latest de- 
velopment in politics that mattered. 
Sometimes, it is true, I found a mix- 
ture of the sexes in literary clubs and 
similar places. I hardly ever found it 
in the homes that I visited. The only 
real approach to such discussion was 
in a Series of “‘literary evenings” I 
was invited to attend in New Jersey; 
but even there the men and women 
tended to religiously segregate them- 
slyes, so that you found after a while 


may be heralded as the 
breaking of her sex into a new world. 
Obviously when a woman is carrying 
and bearing her children and nursing 
them, her husband will have to pro- 
vide tor her and them—she is indeed 
contributing to the community its 
most vital need—the need of new 
lite, and it should be her man’s pride 
that he is supporting her; but when 
the immediate and pressing needs of 
child-rearing are past—and I at least 
believe that two or three children are 
as many as the average woman should 
be asked to bear—then she should be 
free to return to her profession or 
work. To forbid her that is to forbid 
her self-expression and self-develop- 
ment, 

And I do very sincerely believe, 
knowing what I do of the average 
American male, that every possible 
obstacle will be placed in the path 
of the American woman when she at- 
tempts all this. Her chains will be 
gilded—but they will still be chains! 
Two generations ago, the European 
male tried to gild, who, however, 
promptly began to smash them! 

How many American women have 


been struck by the fact that the out- 
Standing fact in Sinclair Lewis’s 
‘‘Main Street’”’ 1s the final surrender 
and failure of the wife! It is indeed 
a savage and deadly satire upon the 
relations of millions of American men 
and women; but how many Ameri- 
can women have recognized it? 

I have been in two houses in Chi- 


cago, in one of which the lady of the 
house, herself keenly interested in 
books and art, told me that for fifteen 
years she had scarcely held twenty 
intellectual talks with her husband, 
who, incidentally, was very fond of 
her; and in the other of which the 
wife of one of the wealthiest financiers 
of the city informed me that even 
when on a holiday with g@er husband 
he was trailed by telegrams and post, 
“which prevented her ever getting an 
hour’s heart to heart conversation 
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with him.” Are those exceptions? 
1 think not, though I remain open to 
correction, when I state that it is this 
which is leading to the ‘‘neutral mar- 
riage.”’ 


HE fact is that America is devel- 

oping what I have called “the 
neutral marriage.” It is a union in 
which husband and wife tacitly agree 
each to go his or her own way while 
remaining friendly. ‘friends but not 
lovers,’’ as the male partner of such 
a union once said in my hearing. 

Dining with an American financier 
not far from Albany, I was interested 
to see a magnificently dressed wom- 
an who talked incessantly of dress 
and dances and hunting, to all of 
which a little man in the corner, who 
reminded me irresistibly of the man in 
the “Bringing Up Father” cartoons, 
listened with a little skeptical smile. 

After dinner, the little man all at 
once burst from his silence to tell us 
some exciting stories of tiger hunting 
in India in which he had taken part. 
While he spoke, the magnificently at- 
tired female deliberately kept her 
head turned away from him and 
yawned at intervals behind her ivory 
fan. ‘Poor little Julius,’’ she said to 
me after the man had finished, ‘“‘he is 
so Strange when he goes off like that. 
Now, I like fox-hunting—but tiger- 
hunting—it bores me to death. But 
we have agreed to differ in this as in 
other things. He goes his way and I 
go mine—and so we are both satis- 
fied!’’ The little man was her hus- 
band—the husband of a “neutral” 
marriage. 

A marriage of the other sort is that 
of one of the cleverest lawyers in the 
east. This man,.a man of some fifty- 
five. years, cannot bear to be parted 
from his wife for a moment—even in 
a room ata party, his eyes will follow 
her uneasily if she moves about the 
room. “She thinks she rules the 
roost,”’ he once said to me ironically, 
“but she doesn’t, and I show her 
sometimes where she gets off!’’ This 
irony is but to conceal a whole-souled 
devotion to the woman who really 
rules the minutest acts of his life. 

That is a type of marriage I have 
rarely, very rarely, met in America, 
where business seems to segregate the 
Sexes so rigidly. How many of such 
marriages have you, the reader, seen? 

In a third marriage, that of a bril- 
liant young politician of the Repub- 
lican party, to an equally brilliant 
woman who is one of the foremost 
figures in American political circles, I 
was amused and saddened to hear this 
lady’s comment upon her -husband: 
‘Rex loves me,’’ she said, ‘‘and I love 
Rex; but from childhood he has been 
waited on hand and foot by his wom- 
en-folk and spoiled. And Rex is just 
that—a spoiled child! That is one 
reason why I don’t take him too 
seriously.” 

But it is usually the other way 
about. That is to say, it is usually 
the American wife who knows very 
little of her husband’s innermost 
thoughts or business. She leaves him, 
so to speak, on the threshold of his 
office, of that holy of holies where 
even the eternal feminine never pene- 
trates, save as stenographer. 

The Frenchman consults his wife in 
all matters of business. The Irish- 
man often consults his. The Dane 
and Norwegian make their wives their

Sure as my name’s Spike Shannon, 

\ know what I’m talkin’ about. I grew 

up right on the Jordan river. | learned 


to sing “Roll, Jordan, Roll’’ before I. 


could talk. I saw one generation of 
rougii-neck tootball, real he-footb:il, 
as a kid; played with the next genera- 
tion myself, along with Bloody Bill 
Brown and some more, and now here 
I am trainin’ the third generation. 

Only the style nowadays, thanks 
to co-education is manicured nails in- 
stead of cleats and shoestring tackles. 
A coach nowadays has to be a slave 
driver, diplomat, divorce lawyer and 
football expert all at once. There 
never was a time, exceptin’ mebbe 
once, when the girl question didn’t 
everlastingly play hob with football 
prospects. 

What? Well, it’s a long story. 

Bloody Bill’s boy came on here 
from Snohomish and got Little Bill 
Brown to try for the team in his place, 
while he went out for the dramatic 
club. Little bill beat Tippecanoe ail 
by his lonesome the day old Bloody 
Bill came back to see his own kid 
play.

The Brains of the Chorus 


'D LIKE to explode a lot of 
time-worn theories about the 
chorus girl. 

First of all, there is the old 

idea that if a girl is pretty it’s 

, the easiest thing in the world 

for her to get into the clforus. That 

isn’t true; at least, it’s not true when 

applied to ‘‘The Music Box Revue.” 

If, when | am staging a new produc- 

tion, | could make up the chorus of 

pretty girls, it would be an easy mat- 

ter to select sixty of them, for Broad- 

way is a magnet for beautiful girls 
from all over the country. 

But beauty isn’t enough. They 
must have brains as well. And here 
goes another theory. The college girl 
makes a wonderful chorus girl. Get 
it out of your head that she’s a blue- 
stocking, unfitted for life on the stage. 
The girl who has been trained to use 
her mind, who is accustomed to dis- 
cipline, is wonderful material. She 
is easy to train, and once she’s learned 
a thing, she is not likely to forget it. 

1 much prefer girls who have gone 
through high school, at least, to those 
who have neglected their education. 
I’d rather have college girls) than 
those who have had only preparatory 
work. Nearly all the girls in last 
year’s “Music Box” were well edu- 
cated; some of them had come to New 
York to study music, some to study 
dancing the big dancing masters 
Send to me many of the girls whom 
I select. One of the girls spoke sev- 
eral languages. 

As for the chorus men, they werent 
the usual type of chorus man at all. 
One of them was in New York sing- 
ing; when John Steel, one of. the 
principals, left the cast, he stepped 
into the role. Two of them were 
Studying designing; they studied dur- 
ing the day, and by their work on the 
stage in the evenings earned enough 
to live on and pay for their lessons. 
Of course, their work in the revue 
was a wonderful help to them, as it 
gave them a line on designing sets 
and costumes for the theater, and I 
was only too glad to help them aleng. 

It’s boys and girls of this type that 
make much the best cborus materjal.

“It’s Intelligence and Education That Make the Chorus 
Girl,” Says “Music Box” Producer—-“Better 
a College Diploma Than Five Years 
Behind the Fooitlights.” 


The girls must have beauty, of course, 
but beauty without brains is like an 
egg without salt—lI insist on the salt 
in my choruses! 


HEATRICAL experience, is quite 
unnecessary. In fact, I’d rather 

have my chorus made up of girls who 
have not had previous experience on 
the stage. If they can dance and sing 
they'll need to know—all 
I ask is that they have 
brains enough to learn it. 

In staging “‘The Music 
Box’’ I work hard to ob- 
tain new effects, to pre- 
sent new things to the 
audiences. Quite = natu- 
rally, I’d rather have a 
chorus made of new ma- 
teriai, - 400... = Gt 
course, some of 
the girls have been 
with me_ before, 
but most of them 
are new. 

The girl who 
has had too much 
experience is like- 
ly to do things in 
some other pro- 


ducer’s way—I want her 
to come to me- with an 
open mind, and learn my 
way of doing them. The 
dance craze did a lot for 
the girls of this country, 
and, among other things, 
it taught most af them to 
dance pretty well. There- 
fore, the small-town: girl 
who comes to New York 
and applies for a job is 
very likely to dance quite 
well enough for the cho- 
rus; what she needs is the 
special training that she 
gets after she is accepted. 

Ss for singing, every- 
one must sing. Even the 
actor who never sings on 
the stage must learn to 
Sing, because of the poise 


and confidence that singing gives. If 
a girl can’t sing, she must learn to; 
it isn’t necessary thaf she have a beau- 
tiful voice, because she may not have 
to use it, but the things she learns 
from learning to sing 
are invaluable. 

A good many girls 
come to me by letter. 
They have heard of 


Mary Weston. 


“The Music Box,” if they haven’t 
seen it. They write, describing them- 
selves and telling what they can do; 
if it seems likely that they will fit it, 
I ‘write them, and see them when they 
come to New York. 

I see all applicants myself. If I 
believe that they will do well in the 
chorus, I send them to the man who 
Stages the dances and they dance for 
him. He reports to me. Later 1 see 
them on the stage, and weed out the 
applicants myself, till there are about 
sixty left. 

You see, the old bugaboo of having 
to sit about in a crowded office for 
hours, day after day, only to be told 
that there’s no opening, is a thing of 
the past, so far as my productions are 
concerned. A girl does not have to 
ee a lot of people, either; she comes 
to me, and finds out in short order 


what her chances are. The sort of 
girls who fit into my productions merit 
that sort of treatment, and they get it. 


HERE is no one type of girl that 

[ favor especially. The right 
height for the chorus is abouf five 
feet three or four to five feet seven 
or eight inches. Beauty must be the 
tvpe that gets over the footlights well; 
a girl whose features are too fine will 


not look beautiful to the people out 
front; neither wlil one whose eyes are 
too light, or whose beauty is elusive. 
The chorus girl must look attractive 
the moment she comes on the stage; 
there isn’t time to establish her beauty 
with the audience; they must see at 
once that she is beautiful. 

Many of the girls in my choruses:., 
are very young—sixteen or Seven- ’ 
teen years old. They have the lovely, 
unspoiled beauty of youth. There- 
fore it’s quite unnecessary for them 
to use heavy make-up, which I do not 
favor under any circumstances; as a 
result, only beauty that can stand on 
ifs own merits is eligible for the 
chorus. 

The clothing a girl wears when she 
comes to see me about a position mat- 
ter very little; they’re almost sure not 
to be the-sort of thing the girl should 
wear, because style, and not individ- 
uality, governs most young girls when 
they choose their clothes. And of 
course she would wear special cos- 
tumes. if she were on the stage any- 
way, so there’s no cause for heart- 
break if a girl feels that she’d like 
to try for a position with me, but 
hasn’t the right sort of clothes to 
make an impression on me when she 
comes. 


HE garls in ‘The Music Box Re- 

vue”’’ are well paid, rather better 
than the chorus girls in most musical 
shows. And they are given contracts 
for the run of the show. I was the 
first man to give such contracts to 
the chorus; it has always seemed io 
me that they were entitled to this con- 
sideration, for most of them are de- 
pendent on their salary, and if they 
are in New York studying, they must

His discoveries 
of great Inca ruins, previously known 
only in legend, have been an important 
contribution to the lost history of the 
Americas. It is to these ruins, the facts 
of which have already been announced 
to the public, that Prof. Bingham refers 
in his introduction, as of something hid- 
den “behind the ranges.” 

The Party which finally reached the 
summit of the great mysterious Coro- 
puna, beside Prof. Bingham, consisted 
of Mr. H. L. Tucker, of the Mount Me- 
Kinley expedition, Prof. Alejandro Co- 
ello, of the Colegio National, Peru, and 
Corporal Coamarra, a full-blooded In- 
dian of the Peruvian Sendarmerie, sup- 
plied as a.military escort by the Pre- 
fect of Arequipa. 


T Cuzco, the ancient capital of 
the mighty empire of the In- 
cas, I was urged by the Pe- 
ruvian authorities to visit 
some newly re-discevered 
Inca ruins. These ruins were 

at Choqquequirau, on top of a jun- 
gle-covered ridge several thousand 
feet above the roaring rapids of the 
great Apurimac. 

While later, as a result of this in- 
vitation, Mr. Clarence L. Hay and | 
stood on the slopes of Choqquequirau, 
the clouds would occasionally break 
away and give us tantalizing glimpses 
of snow-covered mountains. There 
seemed to us to be still another un- 
known region, ‘‘behind the ranges,” 
which might contain great possibili- 
ties. Our guides could tell us nothing 
about it. Little was to be found in 
books. Perhaps the Inca Manco’s 
capital was hidden there. 

For months afterwards the fascina- 
tion of the unknown drew my thoughts 
to Choqquequirau and beyond. In the 
words of Kipling’s ‘“‘Explorer:” 

“..» » a voice, as bad as Conscience, 

rang interminable changes 

On one everlasting Whisper day and 
night repeated—so: 

‘Something hidden. Go and find it Go 
and look behind the ranges— 

Something lost behind the ranges. 
Lost and waiting for you. Go!’ ” 


To add to my unrest, I read Ban- 
delier’s volume, ‘‘Titicaca and Koati,” 
which had just appeared. In one of 
the interesting foot notes was. this 
Startling remark: ‘‘It is much to be 
desired that the elevation of the most 
prominent peaks of the western or 
coast range of Peru be accurately de- 
termined. It is likely . . . that Coro- 
puna, in the Peruvian coast range of 
the Department of Arequipa, is the 
culminating point of the continent. lt 
exceeds 23,000 feet in height, where- 
as Aconcagua (conceded to the high- 
est peak in the western hemisphere) 
is but 22,763 feet above sea level.” 
His estimate was based on a survey 
made by the civil engineers of. the 
Southern Railways of Peru, using a 
section of the railroad as a base. 

My sensations when I read this are 
difficult to describe. Although I had 
been studying South American history 
and geography for more than ten 
years, I do not remember ever to have 
heard of Coropuna. On most maps 
it did not exist. Fortunately, on one 
of the sheets of Raimondi’s large- 
scale map of Peru, I finally found 
“‘Coropuna—6,949.""—9 meters 
higher than Aconcagau! 


To Make Bitter Discovery, After Achieving 21,703-Foot 


Climb on Mount Coropuna, a Strange Peak, 
Almost Unknown to Geographers. 


Looking up and down the 73d me- 
ridian on the map, which ran close to 
Coropuna, as it crossed Peru from the 
Amazon valley to the Pacific ocean, 
] saw that it passed very near Choq- 


quequirau, and actually traversed 
those very lands ‘‘behind the ranges”’ 
which had been beckoning ta me. The 
coincidence was intriguing. The de- 
sire to go and find that ‘‘something 
hidden’? was now reinforced by the 
temptation to go and see whether 
Coropuna really was the highest 
mountain in America. 

There followed the organization of 
an expedition whose objective was a 
geographical reconnaissance of Peru 
along the 73d meridian, from the 
head of canoe navigation on the Uru- 
bamba to tidewater on the Pacific. 
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with snow fields from one end to the 
other. | 

Between us and the first snow-cov- 
ered slopes, however, lay more than 
twenty miles of volcanic desert inter- 
sected by deep canyons. The altitude 
of the rim of the canyons was 16,000 
feet; the mules showed signs of acute 
distress from mountain sickness. 


No bearers or carriers were to be 
obtained at some Indian huts on the 
slope of the mountain as we had 
hoped, and it was essential to per- 
suade the muleteers to take their pack 
animals up as far as the snow, a feat 
they declined to do. However, after 
a long argument, they agreed to go as 
far as there was a good 
path, and no farther. 

We could easily walk 
faster than the loaded _

We achieved more in some directions 
than we expected. 


HE prefect of Arequipa obligingly 
offered us a military escort in the 
person of Corporal Gamarra, a full- 
blooded Indian of rather more than 
average height and considerable more. 
than average courage, who knew the 
country. However, had he suspected 
the trials that were before him on 
Mt. Coropuna, he probably. would 
have begged off—but | am anticipat- 
ing. 
. . a + ’ Ss 
The desert plateau above Chuqui- 
bamba is nearly 2,500 feet higher than 
the town, and it was nine o’clock in 
the morning of the ninth day after our 
Start before we got out of the val- 
ley. Thereafter Coropuna was always 
in sight, and as we slowly approached 
it we studied it with care. Coropuna 
is really a range, about twenty miles 
long. lis gigantic massif was covered 


mules, and thought it best to avoid 
trouble by keeping far enough ahead 
so as not to hear the arrieros’ (mule- 
teers’) constant complaints. After 
an hour of not very hard climbing, 
they not only stopped but commenced 
to unload the mules. It was neces- 
sary to rush back and commence a 
violent and acrimonious dispute. The 
truth indeed was that the Tejadas 
were terrified at approaching mys- 
terious Coropuna. We offered a 
bonus of thirty soles—fifteen dollars 
—if they would go on for another 
hour, and threatened them with all 
sorts of things if they would not. At 
last they readjusted the loads and 
started climbing agam. 

The

altitude was now about 16,000 
Steep little 
rise the arrieros stopped again. This 
time they succeeded in unloading two 
mules before we could scramble down 
over the sand and boulders to stop 


them. Threats and prayers were now 
of no avail. The-only thing that 
would satisfy was a legal decument! 
They demanded an agreement ‘‘in 
writing’? that in case any mule or 
mules died as a result of this foolish 
attempt to get up to the snow line, 
I should pay in gold two hundred 
soles for each and every mule that 
died. -Further, | must agree to pay a 
bonus of fifty soles if they would keep 
climbing until noon or until stopped 
by snow. 

This document, having been duly 
darwn up by Professor Coello of our 
party, seated on a lava rock amidst 


the cinders of the old volcano, was 
duly signed and sealed. In order that 
there might be no dispute as to the 
time, my best chronometer was hand- 
ed over to one muleteer to carry until 
noon. ‘The mules were reloaded and 
again the ascent 
began. Presently 
the animals en- 
countered some 
pretty bad going, 
on a Steep slope 
covered with huge 
lava boulders and 
scorlaceous sand. 
We expected more 
trouble every min- 
ute. However, the 
arrieros, having 
made an advan- 
tageous bargain, 
did their best to 
carry it out. For- 
tunately the mules 
reached the snow 
line just. fifteen 
minutes before 
twelve o'clock. 
The Tejadas lost 
no time in unload- 
ing, Claimed their 
bonus, promised 
to return in ten 
days, and almost 
4 \Be before we knew it 
aN ee had disa phe ared 
WS down the side of 
é the mountain. 
We spent 

afternoon 
lishing our 

camp. 

This was at an 
elevation of 17,300 feet. We 
surprised and pleased to find that at 
first we had good appetites and no so- 
roche (mountain sickness. less 
than a hundred yards from the wall 
tent was a small diurnal stream, ted 
by melting saow. Whenever I went 
to get water for cooking or washing 
purposes | noticed 4 startling and 
rapid rise in pulse and increasing 
Shortness of breath. My normal pulse 
Atter I walked slowly a hun- 
dred feet on a level at this altitude, 
it rose to 12. After I had been seat- 
ed a while it dropped down to 100,

Gradually our sense of well-being 
departed and was-followed by a feel- 
ing of malaise and general disability. 
There was a splendid sunset, but we 
were too sick and. cold to enjoy it. 
That night all slept badly and had 
some headache. A high wind swept 
around the mountain and threatened 
Hoth our tents. As 
awake, wondering at what 
moment we should find ourselves de- 
serted by the frail canvas shelters, we 
could not help thinking that Coropuna

was giving us fair warning of what 
might happen higher up. 


It was decided to carry with us from 
the base enough fuel and supplies to 
last through any possible misadven- 


ture, even of a week’s duration. Tuck- 
er decided to establish a cache of food 
and fuel as far up the mountain side 
as he and Coello could carry fifty 
pounds in a single day’s climb. ... 
This they did while I rereained at 
camp, taking a series of observations. 


The following morning, after ad- 
jusing our fifty-pound loads to our 
unaccustomed backs, we left camp 
about nine o’clock. We wore Appa- 
lachin mountain club snow-creepers, 
or Crampons, heavy Scotch mittens, 
-knit woolen helmets, dark blue snow- 
‘glasses, and very heavy clothing. It 
will be remembered by visitors to the 
Zermatt museum that the Swiss guides 
who once climbed Huascaran, in the 
northern Peruvian Andes, had been 
maimed for life by their experiences 
in the deep snows of those great al- 
titudes. We determined to take no 
chances, and in order to prevent the 
possibility of frostbite each man was 
ordered to put on four pairs of heavy 
woolen socks and two or three pairs 
of heavy underdrawers. 

The snow was very hard until about 
‘one o’clock. By three o’clock it was 
so soft as to make further progress 
‘impossible. We found that, loaded as 
‘we were, we could not climb a gentle 
rise faster than twenty steps at a time. 
On the more level snow fields we took 
twenty-five or thirty steps before stop- 
ping to rest. At the end of each stint 
it seemed as though they would be 
the last steps we should ever take. 
Panting violently, fatigued beyond be- 
lief, and overcome ,with mountain 
sickness, we would stop and lean on 
our ice axes until able to take twen- 
ty-five steps more. 

It did not take very long to recover 
one’s wind. Finally we reached a gla- 
cier marked by a network of crevas- 
Ses, none very wide, and nearly all 
covered with snow-bridges. We were 
roped together, and although there 
Was an occasional fall no great strain 
was put on the rope. We pegged 
along until about half-past two, when 
the rapidly melting snow stopped all 
progress. At an altitude of about 
13,450 feet, the tucker tent was pitch- 
ed ona fairly level snow field. As the 
sun declined the temperature fell 
rapidly. 

Mountain climbers at high altitudes 
have occasionally observed that one 
of the symptoms of acute saroche is 
a very annoying racking cough, as 
violent as whooping cough and fre- 
quently accompanied by nausea. We 
had not experienced this at 17,000 
feet, but now it began to be painfully 
noticeable, and continued during the 
ensuing days and nights, particularly 
nights. ‘We slept very poorly and 
continually awakered one another by 
coughing. 


FYNHE next morning we had very 

little appetite, no ambition, and 
a miserable sense of malaise and great 
fatigue. There was nothing for it but 
to shoulder our packs, arrange our 
tump-lines, and proceed with the same 
steady drudgery—now harder than the 
day before. We broke camp at half- 
past seven and by noon had reached 
an sititude of about 20,000 feet,.on a 
snow field within a mile of the saddle 
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between the great truncated peak and 
the rest of the range. It looked pos- 
sible to reach the summit in one more 
day’s climb from here. 

Leaving me to pitch the tent, the 
others went back to the cache fo bring 
up some of the supplies. By the 
time my companions appeared again 
I was so completely rested that I mar- 
veled at the snail-pace they made over 
the nearly level snow field. It seem- 
ed incredible that they should find it 
necessary to rest four times after they 
were within one hundred yards of the 
camp. 

We were none of us hungry that 
evening. We craved sweet tea. Be- 
fore turning in for the night we took 
the trouble to melt snow and make a 
potful of tea which could be warmed 
up the first thing in the morning. We 
passed another very bad night. The 
thermometer registered 7 degrees F., 
but we did not suffer from the cold. 
We did, however, suffer from soroche. 
Violent whooping cough assailed us at 
frequent intervals. 

None of us 
slept much. 
amused myself by 
counting my pulse 
occasionally, only 
to find that it per- 
sistently refused to 
vo below 120, and 
if 1 moved would 
jump up to 135. 
I° don’t know 
where it went on 
the actual climb. 
So far as I could 
determine, it did 
not go below 120 
for four days and 
nights. 

On the morn- 
ing of October 
45 we got up at 
three o’clock. Hot 
sweet tea was the 
one thing we all 
craved. The teapot 
was found to be 
frozen solid, al- 
though it had hung up in the tent. It 
took an hour to thaw and the tea 
was just warm enough for practical 
purposes when I made an awkward 
move in the crowded tent and kicked 
over the teapot! 

Never did men keep their tempers 
better under more aggravating cCir- 
cumstances. Nota word of reproach 
or indignation greeted my clumsy ac- 
cident, although poor Corporal Gam- 
arra, who was lying on the down side 
of the tent, had to beat a hasty retreat 
into the colder (but somewhat drier) 
weather outside. My clumsiness nec- 
essitated a delay of nearly an hour in 
Starting. While we were melting 
more frozen snow and remaking the 
tea, we warmed up some pea soup 
and Irish stew. Tucker and I man- 
aged to eat a little. Coello and Gam- 
arra had no stomachs for anything 
but tea. We decided to leave the 
Tucker tent at the 20,000 foot level, 
together with most of our outfit and 
provisions. From -here to the top we 
were to carry only such things as were 
absolutely necessary: 

We left camp at five o’clock. It 
was still dark. The great dome of 
Coropuna loomed up on our left, cut 
off from direct attack by gigantic ice 
falls. To reach it we must first sur- 
mount the saddle on the main ridge. 
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From there an appare 
ently unbroken slope 
extended to the top. 
Our progress was dis- 
tressingly slow, even 
with the light loads. 
When we _ reached 
the saddle there came 
a painful surprise.- To 
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the north of us loomed a great snowy 
cone, the peak which we had first no- 
ticed from the Chuquibamba Calva- 
rio. Now it actually looked higher 
than the dome.we were about to 
climb! From the Sihuas desert, eighty 
miles away, the dome had certainly 
seemed to be the highest point. So 
we stuck to our task, although con- 
stantly facing the possibility that our 
painful labors might be in vain and 
that eventually this north peak would 
prove to be higher. 


HE last slope had an inclination 
of thirty degrees. 

We were not a gay party. The high 
altitude was sapping all our ambition. 
I found that an occasional lump of 
sugar acted as the best rapid restora- 
tive to sagging spirits. It was as- 
tonishing how quickly the carbon in 
the sugar was absorbed by the system 
and came to the relief of the smoul- 
dering bodily fires. A single cube gave 
new strength and vigor for several 
minutes. 

We zigzagged slowly up, hour after 
hour, alternately resting and climb- 
ing, until we were about to reach what 
seemed to be the top, obviously, alas, 
not as high as our enemy to the north. 
Just then Tucker gave a great shout. 
The rest of us were too much out of 
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Professor of Latin-American History of Yale University. 


“Apparently, we 
stood on the top 
of a dead world.™ 
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breath to ask him why he was wast- 
ing his strength shouting. When at 
last we painfully came to the edge of 
what looked like the summit we saw 
the cause of his joy. There, immed- 
iately ahead of us, lay another slope 
three hundred feet higher than where 
we were standing. 

It may seem strange that in our 
weakened condition we should have 
been glad to find that we had three 
hundred feet more to climb. Remem- 
ber, however, that all the morning we 
had been gazing with dread at that 
aggravating north peak. Whenever 
we had had a moment to give to the 
consideration of anything but the im- 
mediate difficulties of our climb, -our 
hearts had sunk within us with the 
thought that possibly, after all, we 
might find the north peak higher. The 
fa@t that there lay before us another 
three hundred feet, which would un- 
doubtedly take us above the highest 
point of that aggravating north peak, 
was so very much the lesser of two 
evils that we understood Tucker’s 
shout. Yet none of us was lusty 
enough to echo it. 

With faint smiles and renewed 
courage we pegged along, resting on 
our ice axes, as usual, every twenty- 
five steps. 

At last, at half-past eleven, after 
six hours anda half of climbing from 
the 20,000-foot camp, we reached 
the culminating point of Coropuna. 

As we approached it, Tucker, al- 
though naturally much elated at hav- 
ing successfully engineered the first

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Kidnapping of Jimmy Glass Not Work of Gypsies 


HERE are many kidnaping 
cases in the criminal annals, 
but always so far.as I know, 
with one or two motives— 
to extort a ransom or to spite 
the child’s parents. The case 

of Jimmy Glass stands alone in that 
it was committed practically in broad 
daylight, and that the crime was com- 
mitted apparently without any motive 
at all. Very large sums have been 
spent in -traveling and investigation 
during the eight years that have 
elapsed, without any result. 

The circumstances were certainly 
extraordinary. The little boy, James 
Douglas Glass, was born in 1914 and 
ai the time of his disappearance in the 
sprnig of 1915 he was a sturdy, fair- 
haired boy of four, just beginning to 
talk. His father was an auditor in 
theNew York offices of the Erie rail- 
road; his mother a stenographer in a 
New York law office. Her parents 
were Mr. and Mrs. John E. Engle- 
hart, of 13 Lineau place, Jersey City, 
and thetr son-in-law rented 
the upper floor. In _ this 
house Jimmy Glass and his 
two baby sisters were born. 

In the spring of 1915 the 
family were looking for a 
place in the country for 
change of air and were of- 
fered the Edwin Faust farm- 
house at the little town of 
Greely, Pennsylvania, 
which consisted of little 
more than a post office and 
a store with a’ few houses 
straggling about them. 
Greely lies in picturesque 
country between the slight- 
ly larger towns of Lacka- 
waxen and Shohola. The 
country is dotted with pros- 
perous farms. The Faust 
farmhouse is exactly 500 
feet from the door of the 
post office and the road be- 
tween them was an open 
dirt road not used in those 
days by automobiles. 

The Glass family moved 
into the farmhouse on May 
41 and, as is usual in the 
country, the neighbors 
from a mile or two around 
helped them to make the house com- 
fortable. Thus Jimmy Glass was 
known to many of them by sight. He 
was a sturdy youngster with rebellious 
yellow hair bobbed in the Buster 
Brown style, which was the fashion 
with children at that time. The pe- 
culiarity of his hair was that he had 
a double crown or ‘‘cowlick”’ and he 
had other distinguishing marks-—a 
mole behind one ear and inciher mole 
on his back about the waist line. He 
had blue eyes and a very fair com- 
plexion and he weighed 35 Ibs. He 
knew his name and his age and his 
sister’s name and he could talk, but 
not very Clearly. He neither 
precocious nor backward for his age. 
He was very fond of music and de- 
lighted in the phonograph, for which 
his mother used to buy him ten cent 
records which he could operate him-

Mayor 
Hague, of Jersey City, and Sheriff 
Cuddleston, of Greely, joined in the 
search. A posse of thiity men, well 
acquainted with the country, began 
beating the bush and covered the 
ground foot by foot.

Served). The dogs circled about a

VERY person in ‘the country was 
questioned. William Lusky, who 
had been working in the road in plain 
view of the field where the child had 
been playing, said that he saw the boy 
pass through the gap into the road, but 
as he was busy and he knew that the 
road was unfrequented, he had paid 
no further attention to him. Fred 
Lindloff, who was working with Lus- 
kv, Said that a single-seated automo- 
bile had passed along the road about 
the time of the disappearance. Lusky 
then remembered having seen it, but 
said that he had_not looked at it. Lind- 
loff went on to say that the automo- 
bile was occupied by two persons, a 
min and a woman, and that as they 
passed him they drew a black plush 
lap robe as if they felt the fresh breeze 
that was blowing. 
Three miles further down the road 


is the hamlet of Bohemia. Here an 
old woman named Mrs. Quick remem- 
bered seeing an automobile like that 
described by Lindloff. It stopped in 
the road below her house, which is 
built on a knoll about 700 feet from 
the road. Her attention was called to 
it by the screams of a child, which 
seemcd to her to be a little boy of 


five. The screams were loud, as if the 


child was frightened. She saw one 


woman and two men in the machine 
and she made out the blond head of a 
child protruding from the top of a 
black plush robe in which it was 
tightly enveloped. Thinking that the 
chiid must be ill, she started to run 
down to the road in case she might 
be able to help. The woman and one 
of the men were talking in excited 
tones but she was too far off to distin- 
guish what was said. Before she 
reached the machine it started again 
and was soon lost to view. She re- 
turned to her house. 

Further along the road in the town 
a child brought a Mrs. Konwickie out 
She saw a single-seated 
automobile containing two men and a 
woman and a child bundled in a plush 
The woman was keeping the 
robe around the child, which was 
crouching on the floor of the car and 
leaning its back against the calves of 
the woman’s legs.

The discrepancy be- 
tween her story and that of Lindloff 
as to the number of the occupants of 
the automobile favors her credibility 
because if she were inventing a cor-

| indloff, who was at work at the time, 
might well have remembered two oce, 
cupants when in fact there were three.

lighiful combination of waltz and tan- 
go steps to be danced to the new and 
beautiful waltz hits that are being 
featured by some of the most popular 
music writers and publishers. A rest- 
tul combination of 34 time which is 
simple to learn, easy to execute and 
beautiful to watch. Having in mind 
the Old Waltz and the New American 
Tango, featured by both dancing mas- 
ters associations, we blended the two 
dances together and called the crea- 
tion the Waltz Tango.

hue had married Calvin Cool- 
idge she made her first trip to 
Washington. She went as a 
chaperon to a group of 
Smith college girls, a sort of 
touring trip offered regularly to school 
teachers and students every year. 
Mrs. Coolidge was scarcely more 
than a girl herself then and some of 
the wonders amazed her, particularly 
the gold piano in the presidential 
Suite. It was truly an astounding 
thing, this piano of gold, almost as if 
a wish of childhood had come true, 
for isn’t it a gold piano that you get 
if you pass successfully under Lon- 
don bridge that’s falling down. Some 
such indistinct memory from many 
years ago comes back. 


At any rate Mrs. Coolidge gazed, 
never dreaming that she would some 
day be living in the same house with 
such a marvel, when the stout voice 
of the guide rudely interrupted her 
musings. 

“Step along lively, please,’? was 
impersonally bawled at her. 

And Mrs. Coolidge stepped along. 

Such was her introduction to the 
white house, where subsequently she 
was to become mistress, about 18 
years. later. 

The girl wife and her young lawyer 
husband, who was now actively in- 
terested in politics, lived very happi- 
ly and contented at 21 Massasoit 
street-in Northampton, where they 
had been forced to move because of 
the return of the Smith college pro- 
fessor in whose furnished house they 
had been living.

—4 April 13, 1908, another boy ar- 
rived to make the family circle com- 
plete.

As 
he had come into the world around 
Easter time they started calling him 
“Bunny.’’ This seemed to satisfy 
Mr. Coolidge, but Mrs. Coolidge want- 
ed her boy to have a regular name. 

After some months Mrs. Coolidge 
voiced her objections to ‘“‘Bunny”’ asa 
name, and said she wanted her baby 
to have a real one. 

‘‘Well, my dear,’’ said Calvin Cool- 
ldge, “‘l agree with you, but I thought 
before we called him Calvin I’d wait 
and see if he knows anything.”’ 

Around these two boys Mrs. Cool- 
idge centered her life. She knitted 
almost incessantly for them. It is a 
known fact that the boys have never 
worn a woolen stocking that has not 
been knitted by their mother, until 
very recently at least. And when she 
shopped she used all the shrewdness 
at her command. But it is a little 
known fact that Calvin Coolidge loved 
to go shopping with her, both when

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she bought household goods and when 
she went to buy clothes for herself. 

For that matter, even since they 
were married, he has selected - her 
Clothes more or less. In this way 
Mrs. Coolidge explains it. Mr. Cool- 
idge would be passing some shop win- 
dow where he saw something that he 
liked particularly well, and he would 
call up his wife and tell her about it, 
and that if she liked it to go down 
and get it for herself. And, too, when 
they would go shopping together 
Mrs. Coolidge, after a long search for 
what she wanted, would be about 
ready to quit and take the next best 
thing. But Calvin Coolidge was in- 
defatigable. He would not stop until 
he had found exactly what was want- 
ed, and then would signify his con- 
tentment with a quiet ‘‘Mm.” 

As the boys grew older Mrs. Cool- 
idge played with them and taught 
them. She read aloud the old ex- 
citing romances, such as ‘Treasure 
Island”? and “‘The Swiss Family Rob- 
inson.””?” She was very clever with 
her needle, too. When it came time 
for the children’s ball she made John 
a Robin Hood costume. It tickled the 
little boy, and afterwards, when the 
rest of the lads were out playing, John 
would be found curled up in a chair, 
dressed in his Robin Hood costume 
and reading some book like “Ivan- 
hoe,”’ living as only a child can live, 
the high adventures of olden times.

Same wisdom that her mother had 
exercised in her bringing up, Mrs. 
Coohdge early determined that her

unconscious Caution created an inci- 
dent that was laughed over in the 
capital for many days.

A woman was 
leaning from the side of the car and 
beckoning frantically to someone, evi- 
dently in their direction, and they 
stopped, curious to see what was going 
to happen. People gathered around 
to learn the cause of the excitement 
and the secret service men and police- 
men noticed that it was a government 
automobile bearing the number “V. 
P. No. 1” and they followed. 

At the curb where the judges were 
standing the auto pulled up and the 
woman jumped out, running toward 
Judge Buffington. 

“Judge, you have my husband's 
coat!’’ she was exclaiming. 

It was Mrs. Coolidge. For a mo- 
ment the judge was startled and then 
he looked at the coat he was wearing. 

“You’re right, Mrs. Coolidge,”’ the 
judge answered laughingly, ’’] guess 
se.” 

Mrs. Coolidge laughed and the 
crowd that had gathered joined in. 
But when Mrs. Coolidge, her natural 
caution coming to the fore, stuck her 
hands into the overcoat pockets ‘‘to 
see if Calvin’s gloves and other things 
were all right,’’ everybody roared.

HE house in which Mrs. Coolidge 
lived when her boys were still 
little more than babies (and where 
she has sinced lived through all her 
husband’s rise in fortune) was home- 
like and comfortable, typical of both 
herself and her husband. It was un- 
pretentious, but it would be difficult 
to make the white house as homelike. 
In the living room at 21 Massasoit 
street, in Northampton, odd pieces of 
wood and upholstery furniture top an 
Axminister rug of stereotyped pattern. 
On the walls there cre a few smail pic- 
tures, a water color, a print of Sir 
Galahad, and a framed snapshot of 
Crawford Notch. 

On the table in the center of the 
room there is an old-fashioned em- 
bossed, leather covered Bible history 
and a sewing basket.

HAT perhaps has been one of 

Mrs. Coolidge’s greatest charac- 
teristics, that she has the rare ability 
to play and to lay aside for a while 
the serious things of life. She has 
never quite cast off her girlhood and 
half the charm of the first lady of the 
land is the freshness with which she 
looks on life. 

At times, when she chooses to be a 
child with children, one would never 
suspect her of having had the experi- 
ences in life that she has had. 

Mrs. Coolidge belonged to no other 
societies than the Red Cross at this 
time, and when she was asked why 
she did not join some of the more or 
less important of the women’s clubs, 


she replied that taking care of her boys 


and her husband left no time for such 
things. She is, of course, both hon- 
orary and active, of many clubs fhow, 
for her position as the wife of the 
president has, ipso facto, made her 
so. But despite the social demands, 
the many activities that life will now 
thrust upon her, she still aims first to 
be a wife and mother.

The juvenile phenoms wear Lord 
Fauntleroy suits and are.as carefully 
guarded as a dauphin. When the

In one of the great concert halls * 
not long ago the pianist was render- 
ing one of those intricate pieces. A 
woman in the balcony happened to 
cough. He stopped, snapped into a 
spell of hysteria and went shrieking 
into the wings, and it took several 
doctors to bring him around to his 
normal self. Of course, it was all 
right. After all,.there are tricks in 
all trades, but you cannot help but 
think the lad lived for years in a tene- 
ment flat on the level with the ele- 
vated railroad where you have to close 
the windows to carry on an ordinary 
conversation. 

And then for one suppressed little 
cough to upset him so. Well, it is 
daubing it on a bit thick. 

Girls who have to be coaxed to 
play the piano are a nuisance. After 
persuading them you generally tind 
they have brought their music along 
and expected to play, anyway, and 
would have been hurt if they hadn't 
been asked. 

Just now the saxophone business is 
putting a crimp in the popularity of 
the pianist. The fellow who can play 
a saxophone has the edge, especially 
in New York. 

And -while I started talking about 
pianos there is no reason why a few 
paragraphs may not be devoted to the 
saxophone. There is, in the metrop- 
olis, an army of 16,000 saxophone 
players. 

Every boy going to college now 
equips himself with one. Even old 
men, daunted by the chill indifference 
that comes with years, are. learning 
to give forth the moaning arias.

Literalists and Rationalists Agree

Spiritual revelation. It is 

necessary to reiterate that the 

Bible is to be judged by its 

Specific spiritual purpose. The 

Bible stands or falls by wheth- 

er or not it meets the need of 

humanity for a spiritual revelation 

from God. It will stand or fall by 

whether or not it has lifted the veil 

from the face of God, by whether or 

not it has brought a spiritual revela- 

tion that gives a true conception of 

God and man and their relationship, 

by whether or not it reveals what God 

is to man and what man is to God. 

The spiritual revelation is not involved 

in any theories of historical and scien- 
tific inerrancy. 

The question is not its accuracy in 
statistics, but its reality in religion. 
The Bible must stand or fall as a 
book of relixion.. This gives to the 
Bible an absolutely invulnerable po- 
sition. The mind of men cannot con- 
ceive a more perfect religious revela- 
tion than that which culminated in 
Jesus Christ. 

Why should churchmen make the 
faith vulnerable, and take.a position 
from which they will be compelled 
to retreat when they have a citadel 
of the faith that is impregnable. Why 
should good people insist on trying 
to place the Bible on an unstable 
foundation. ‘But the foundation of 
God standeth sure.”’ The tradition- 
alists and rationalists agree on the 
utterly” false principle, ‘‘false in one, 
false in all,”? a case where extremes 
meet. The traditionalists assert that 
it there are any errors in Biblical his- 
tory or science the entire revelation 
is untrustworthy. And the rationa- 
lists assert that there are -errors in 
Biblical history and_= science, and 
therefore the entire revelation is un- 


graphs 


trustworthy. For my part I refuse 
to play into the hands of ‘ne enemies 
of the faith and hold the sword by 
the blade: I refuse to allow the 
enemy to hold the handle of the 
sword. x recent writer makes a 
clear arraignment of the mistake of 
so-called fundamentalism: 


“CNUCH teachers had the sad re- 
ward of their undue indusiry 

when their theory—not anything that 
God had said in the Bible—compelled 
them in the middle of the nineteenth 
century to tell the youth of that time 
that they must reject the evidences 
of the then rising science of geology 
in respect to the age of the earth, or 
else cease to be Christian believers. 
Only God knows how many souls that 
folly ruined. And only He can tell 
what damage was done to the spiritu- 
ality of America when in the end of 
the century church leaders well nigh 
abandoned the evangelistic ministry 
of the gospel to battle for the defense 
of a dogma respecting ‘‘original auto- 
? which was equally worthless 
to nurture faith upon or guide life 
ny? 

Dr. John Watson has well said: 

“No book has been unjustly at- 
tacked, no book has been so foolishly 
defended, and for this the blame must 
be divided between its foes and 
friends, neither of whom in many 
cases have taken the trouble to search 
out and firmly grasp its controlling» 
purpose. Ought not the preacher to 
fix in the mind of his people that the 
Bible was never intended to be a 
book of science and to save his peo- 
ple from those absurd panics about 
the conflict between science and faith 
which have made the church ridicu- 
lous? ”’ 

With like discrimination Bishop E, 


D. Morzon has written in the Southern 
Methodist Review: ‘‘Concerning the 
notion that the Bible is final author- 
ity in matters of science, as well as in 
matters of faith, litle needs to be said. 
Certainly the Bible makes no such 
Claims for itself. And Christianity 
does not need that kind of Bible. In- 
deed we should be thankful that God 
did not give us that sort of book. For 
if He had done so that would have 
put a stop to human progress, since 
progress comes only through striv- 
ing. Religion has to do with man’s 
Supernatural relations; a revelation 
from God was, therefore, necessary 
here.”’ 

These indisputable declarations give 
us the viewpoint that is our only 
safety and strength, the distinctive 
spiritual purpose of the Bible. This 
is the conception that the church must 
accept and then abide by all of -its 
implications with a faith that is un- 
disturbed. 

When we speak of authority in 
faith and practice, we can use the term 
infallible, because the Bible contains 
that revelation which if followed will 
infallibly bring the soul to God. 


R. Nolan R. Best writes: 

“Evangelical churches all re- 
quire of those who are set in official 
responsibility for teaching and govern- 
ment in religion some form express- 
ing their confessed acceptance of the 
Bible. The Presbyterian formula ts 
typical—a question propounded as 
follows: ‘“‘Do you believe the scrip- 
tures of the Old and New Testaments 
to be the word of God, the only in- 
fallible rule of faith and practice? ’”’ 
Will any Christian refuse to say ‘‘Yes’ 
happily and boldly, whose soul has 
been ‘“found’’ deep down by the great 
things of the book? 


A “rule of faith and practice’”— 
that indubitably he needs along the 
winding, brier-hedged pathways by 
which he is found to journey through 
this perplexing world; a rule to tell 
how to go and what to hope for and 
Whom to trust. And the ‘‘only rule” 
—surely, that also: for there is no 
other to compare with this. An ex- 

erienced traveler would as soon trade 
a compass for a wooden stick as this 
book for any other gujde that men 
have ever tried to follow. More than 
that, “the only infallible rule’— 
wha@t’s to deny there? Did any man 
eyer miss light or wreck life who hum- 
bly took the Bible determined to fol- 
low wherever it directed him? Has 
it ever been to any man a cheating 
book, a wrong-leading book? No, 
“infallible” is a strong word, but not 
too strong for this book that has stood 
all tests through all the Christian cen- 
turies and is relied on today by great- 
er throngs than in any prior day of 
time who have found it siacere, veri- 
fiable, alight with truth. 

And the ‘‘word of God’ —to 
that the living spirit ever bears the 
witness of power going forth from it 
to the redeemed in all climes and 
nations. 

With joy, out of the experience in 
which he humbly trusts himself to 
have been instructed by the spirit, 
the present writer subscribed anew to 
this time-honored formula: 

‘“‘! believe the scriptures of the Old 
and New Testaments to be the word 
of God, the only infallible rule of 
faith and practice.” 

We can use the term infallible as 
regards the Bible, when we have a 
right interpretation of its meaning 
as applied to faith and practice. 


Kidnapping of Jimmy Glass Not Work of Gypsies .

punctuated with hoarse screams. At 
this point Mrs. Konwickie both hears 
and sees. We may take it, then, that 
Jimmy Glass was kidnaped by two 
men and a woman in a single-seated 


automobile. Who were they and what 
,was their motive? 


HAT automobile ought to have 

been followed to the ends of the 
earth, Down every cross-road or 
forking branch road human _ blood- 
hounds should have followed it until 
the scent failed and then the district 
where it failed should have been raked 
house by house. For the days of 
Elijah and of fiery chariots have not 
yet returned; a single-seated automo- 
bile is not caught up into the skies. 
lf it was bound for a distant destina- 
tion somewhere at some garage, it 
must have stopped for gasolene. The 
child might at that time have sobbed 
himself to sleep on the woman’s lap, 
but someone must have remembered 
the little car with its three passengers 
and somewhere the car must have 
been wheeled into its garage. I suggest 
that the garage was less than fifty 
miles-from the scene of the crime. 

It happened that a small carnival 
company was playing at the time not 
far from Greely, and that with it was 
a troupe of gypsies. It may be pre- 
sumed that the searchers made careful 
inquiries as to whether this troupe had 
an automobile and whether a machine 
had been stolen in that district short- 
ly before the event. The result must 
have been negative. But unfortun- 
ately people become obsessed. with 
that ancient delusion that gypsies have 
a superstitution that the possession of 
a fair-haired child brings them luck. 
Gypsies do occasionally steal children, 


but it is for the purpose of training 
them to perform in their show or tor 
the purpose of blackmail. The obses- 
sion was strengthened by the fact that 
a male Gypsy had been dealing in 
horses near the farmhouse on the day 
after the arrival of the Glass family. 
The English novelist of a by-gone 
generation whose plot revolved round 
the abduction of the heir to the title 
and estates, made his gypsies dye the 
blond hair and smear walnut juice over 
the fair skin without delay. He, at any 
rate, realized that a gypsy troupe with 
a white child in it would be stopped 
by the police at every place they went 
to. But this does not seem to have 
struck the detectives working on the 
Glass case. Gypsy bands were track- 
ed all over the country and into other 
countries. One band, said to be car- 
rying a fair-haired boy, was followed 
from the southern states into Cuba 
and thence to Porto Rico, where they 
were stopped. The fair-haired boy 
was not with them then, but that was 
five years after Jimmy Glass had dis- 
appeared and a boy was reported as 
having been with them in Cuba a few 
months before. One of them is now 
in prison in Porto Rico for horse- 
Stealing, another is in an insane asy- 
lum. The suspicions of the detectives 
centers in a gypsy fortune-teller who 
called herself Rosa Cruiz and the fact 
that she was never found has kept the 
Suspicion alive. 


N RS. GLASS has turned her skill 

as a typist to account. Every 
fortnight for eight years she has sent 
out batches of letters which have elic- 
ited one strange fact—that there are 
many blond-haired waifs of Jimmy 
Glass’s age who have the same dis 


tinguishing mark of a double crown, 
or ‘‘cowlick.’’ Early in 1916-for a few 
hours Mrs. Glass thought that she had 


found her boy in the person of a 
foundling in Norman, Oklahoma. He 
was of the proper age, and had the 
double crown and the two moles. But 
after caressing the child for two hours 
she said that he rmother’s instinct 
proved to her that he was not her 
child and further investigation proved 
that she was right. The boy’s paren- 
tage was established. He had been 
left with a man named William 
Moore, a merchant of Norman, who 
wanted to adopt such a child. 

In April of the same year, 1916, 
a boy answering the same description 
except as to weight, was left by a 
woman attired in men’s clothes and 
accompanied by a man and a woman, 
in the care of a ‘‘poor white” family 
in the Kentucky ‘mountains, sixty 
miles from Lexington. Mrs, Glass set 
out on mule back to identify this 
child, but she found that the two 
moles were not in the right places. 

Once Mrs. Glass thought she recog- 
nized her boy on the screen. The film 
was traced and the boy actor, who 
bore an extraordinary resemblance to 
the missing child, proved to be the 
son of a widow who established his 
parentage beyond a doubt. The screen 
was much used in the search. His 
portrait was flashed on the screen in 
some ten thousand picture theaters. 
The search has not been given up. 
Children in institutions are being ex- 
amined every year and the mother 
has never abandoned hope that her 
boy will some day be restored to her. 

We have the practical certainty 
that Jimmy Glass was abducted in a 
one-seater automobile by two mea 


and a woman; we have the theory, 
which in my opinion is untenable, 
that they belonged to a gypsy troupe. 
If the people riding in the automobile 
were not gypsies who were they, and 
what: was their motive? ‘here are 
two possible theories. 

The first is that the woman had re- 
cently lost a child not unlike Jimmy 
Glass and that, under an uncontroll- 
able impulse, she prevailed upon her 
companions to steal the child. Against 
this is the fact that she retained it in 
spite of its cries and sobs maintained 
for a long time. An emotional wome-_ 
on, throbbing with maternal long- 
ings, would not have been proof 
against the child’s distress. Her heart 
would have melted and she would 
have insisted on restoring him or on 
stopping the machine and putting him 
down. 


FYNHE second theory is that Jimmy 

Glass dashed through the gap 
into the road just as the automobile 
came up; he tumbled against the 
wing aad was thrown down but not 
seriously injured, in fact he was more 
frightened than hurt. But the occj- 
pants of the automobile thought that 
they had killed him and in the first 
shock of alarm they snatched him up 
with the idea of concealing what they 
had done. His continued cries were 
very disconcerting and as they drove 
on they began to realize what dis- 
covery would mean; that they would 
be charged with child-stealing instead 
of manslaughter or perhaps with mur- 
der as well if the child died.

Some Misstonary Teachings of the Prophets 


HE Hebrew prophet was the 
most exalted character recog- 
nized by the Children of 
Israel. 

He was the spokesman of 
the Almighty and exercised 
an authority greater than the 

king. The right to reign as sover- 
eign passed from father to son—the 
right to prophesy was conferred by 
the call of Jehovah. 
_ The prophet was the custodian of 
the conscjence of the people and the 
guardian of their honor. He differed 
from the soothsayer and magician 
known among other nations in the 
majesty of his purpose, in the cour- 
age which he displayed, in the power 
that he exercised, and in the finality 
of his commands. 

There was no appeal from the de- 
crees which he pronounced in the 
name of the Lord of Hosts. He re- 
proved sin, preached righteousness 
and proclaimed the glorious destiny 
of his people. 

All the words of a prophet were 
words of certainty. It was not ‘‘may’”’ 
but ‘‘will’—not ‘‘probably” or ‘‘we 
may suppose” but ‘“‘thus saith the 
Lord.”’ 

Kings, so long as they professed 
loyalty to Jehovah, trembled at the 
pronouncements of the prophets, and 
the people attempted no answer, so 
long as they were true to Israel’s God. 

If a king, like Ahab, became an 
apostate, the prophet risked his life 
when he dared to communicate a re- 
buke. He gives us the*first manifes- 
tation of the spirit of the martyr; all 
who have, for conscience sake, yield- 
ed up their lives at the stake, on the 
scaffold, or on the cross were spirit- 
ual descendents of the mighty proph- 
ets of Israel, who rose above the mass 
of the people, and even above kings, 
as lofty peaks rise above a mountain 
range. 

It will be noticed, too, that there 
Was a universality in the message of 
the prophets. While they were a 
part of Israel and constant in their 
devotion to the high destiny of the 
chosen people, they had the whole 
world for their horizon. The bless- 
ings which they reiterated were to 
come out of Israel, but they were to 
come to all the nations. Like Abra- 
ham, they were to be blessed and, 
like Abraham, they were also to be a 
blessing. 


“\ UR text is taken from four of the 

prophets. The first three vers- 

es are from Isaiah, who combined a 

supreme spiritual devotion with the 

intelligence of a scholar and the im- 
agination of a poet. 

‘“‘Arise, shine; for thy light is come, 
and the glory of the Lord is risen 
upon thee. 

“For behold, the darkness shall 
cover the earth, and gross darkness 
the people, but the Lord shall arise 
upon thee, and his glory shall be seen 
upon thee. 

‘“‘And the Gentiles shall come to 
thy light, and kings to the brightness 
of thy rising.”’ 

‘‘Arise, shine,’’ was Isaiah’s call to 
his people—Jerusalem symbolizing 
the whole nation. 

‘“‘As the rays of the morning sun 
gave forth a dazzling brilliancy as 
they were reflected by the roofs of 
the Holy City, so the people whom 
God was leading by special provi- 
dence and protecting for a special pur- 
pose should refelct the truth from the 
throne of the Almighty. The world 
was in darkness—‘‘darkness 
cover the earth’—but the darkness 
will be dispelled by the light and na- 
tions will come to this light. 

‘Tet there be light,’”’ were the first 
recorded words spoken by the Creator 
whom both the Christians and Jews 
worship.

world in the beginning and it has been 
the need of the world ever since. ~~ 

Light is the key word of the Old 
Testament and it is the key word of 
the New Testament also. John de- 
scribes Christ as “the true Light, 
which lighteth every man that cometh 
into the world.” 

This light which Christ brought 
into the world is communicated to 
all who will accept it and is, through 
them, made manifest to the world; 
it is the saving power—‘“Let your 
light so shine before men, that they 
may see your good works, and glorify 
your Father which is in heaven.”’ 

There is no authority in our Gos- 
pel for persecution; the world is to 
be converted by preaching and by ex- 
ample. The redemption of the world 
is slow because the light shines 
through clouded glasses; the ambi- 
tions, the egotisms, the vanities, the 
selfishness, and the sins of men dim 
and blur. 


MPATIENCE, sometimes, a very 

serious sin, has led Christians to 
resort to the sword; but it is not God’s 
way. The kingdom that Christ set up 
on earth was a kingdom of light; it 
was to win its way by the illumina- 
tion of the heart and mind and by the 
drawing power of high and holy liv- 
ing inspired by a high and holy faith. 

The second part of our text is taken 
from the book of Jonah. A con- 
trast is drawn between man’s love and 
God’s love. 

Jonah, the first of the missionaries 
to carry a divine message to a strange 
people, was a man of extraordinary 
power. His preaching was so elo- 
quent and so forceful that a whole 
city was quickly converted. All the 
people from the king down to the 
humblest subject repented. 

Probably no missionary since his 
day has met with such immediate 
and complete success; and yet, de- 
spite his zeal, there was so much of 
what we call human nature—unre- 
generated self—in Jonah’s composti- 
tion that- he resented the saving of 
the people who, under the influence 
of his preaching had repented. He 
was more interested in the letter of 
his preaching than in the spirit of the 
message intrusted to him. He de- 
served the kindly rebuke adminis- 
tered. 

Love is the impelling cause back 
of all missionary work, otherwise it 
is not missionary work at all. Those 


who leave their homes and friends, 


deny themselves the happiness and 


the opportunities of settled and civi- 
lized communities, go in search of 
souls. If they warn, it is to save, 
and the missionaries, next to those 
Saved, are the happiest of mortals 
when the warning brings repentance. 


It is to be urged by some that the. 


carrying of the gospel to the heathen 
was ‘a mistaken kindness because it 
increased the guilt of those who reject- 
ed it. But that argument, if sound, 
would prevent the carrying of the 
gospel to the neighbor next door as 
well as to the neighbor afar off. 

It ignores, also, the world’s sorest 
neéd. Just as the heathen nations 
round about the Holy Land needed 
a knowledge of the true God that 
they might substitute the worship of 
Jehovah for the worsiip of idols, to 
today all the world needs not only 
salvation from sin, which only the 
Redeemer can bring, but the moral 
code of the Nazarene which no oth- 
er code approaches. 

The same love that sent Jipnah to 
Nineveh is filling heathen lands with 
Christian preachers who carry the 
> a message, Christian physicians 
‘WO offer their skill to the suffering, 
and Christian teachers who entwine 
a spiritual development with the train- 
ing of the mind. 


Micah, the third prophet quoted in 
our text, spoke in language which 
was, on some subjects, almost iden- 
tical with the language used by Isaiah. 


This is especially true in the foretelling 
of the day of universalypeace. Hav- 
ing recently commented upon a simi- 
lar prophecy uttered by Isaiah, it is 
not necessary to add anything now 
further than to say that the teach- 
ings of Christ present the only hope 
of world peace. 


The revengeful spirit, which no 


one but the Prince of Peace can cure. 


has written the history of the human 
race in characters of blood. Each 
war laid the foundation for another 
war—the interims between them being 
simply sufficient for recovery from , 
the last and preparation for the next. 
No human philosophy and no calcu- 
lating self-interest has been suffici- 
ent to suppress the brutal passions 
that find expression on the battle- 
field. 


HRIST substitutes the Golden 
Rule for the rule of lead—the 
spirit of brotherhood and co-opera- 
tion for the spirit that slays and de- 
spoils. He goes farther and purges 
the heart of the hatred that is the root 
of violence. Love of enemies destroys 
the seeds from which war springs and 
thus makes peace possible. 

An eminent European, recenily 
touring the United States, declared 
that idealism is impracticable; that 
nations .must be expected to follow 
their own interests. He seemed to 
overlook the fact that the Heavenly 
Father linked prosperity to righteous* 
ness. 

“Thou shalt love thy neighbor as 
thyself,’’ is idealistic, and yet, in an- 
other sense, it is a far-sighted selfish- 
ness. It is the most intelligent wav 
of protecting one’s own _ interesis. 
“The victories of peace’’ are more 
permanent and more valuable than 
the victories won upon the battlefield. 
The world will not only be happier 
but will in every way fare better 
when people “learn war no more.”’ 

The fourth prophet quoted, Zeph- 
aniah, peering into the future, saw 
the day when all will call upon the 
name of Jehovah and “serve him 
with one consent’—the day when 
“every knee shall bow and everv 
tongue confess.”’ 

There is today a conflict between 
that which is good and that which 
is evil. What a saving of energy 
will be effected when the strength 
now employed in combat is available 
for united service! 

In olden days the propliets rend- 
promise of a glorious destiny; such 
ered a priceless service when they held 
before the people high ideals and the 
ideals and such a destiny are as much 
needed today to inspire to noble 
efforts.

The boys 
had always wanted a dog but this 
was better than nothing. So the 
Starved cat was brought in, fed till 
he swelled with satisfaction and 
named ‘Jingles’? because when he 
purred he made queer metallic sounds 
in his furry throat.

John enjoyed 
these Dut his younger brother Calvin 
did not, For John is as much like 
his mothéc as Calvin ts like his father. 
But Mrs. Coolidge determined that 
they should take lessons for two 
years and then decide for themselves 
whether they wanted to go or not. It 
was soon discovered that John was a 
student, somewhat of a romanticist, 
the boy who could don a suit of Robin 
Hood and turn the romantic adven- 
ture of a book into living realities for 
himself. Calvin on the other hand 
was practical with a mechanical and 
inventive bent. Both have been en- 
couraged in their separate ways by a 
wise and gentle mother. 

Economies were practiced to give 
the boys these things and at the same 
lime keep up the habit the Coolidges 
had formed ever since they were mar- 
ried, that of putting by for a rainy day 
every week. 

lt was a common sight to see Mrs. 
Coolidge go down to the market, bas- 
ket on her arm, with her friend and 
companion, Mrs. Reuben Hills. And 
at the market she would feel the to- 
matees or cucumbers to see if they 


were sufficiently hard, carefully pick- 
ing and choosing what she wanted to 
buy. For being the governor’s wife 
was, in her eyes, no excuse for care- 
lessness. 

One of the economies suggested by 
Calvin Coolidge worked a bit of a 
hardship on the boys, but it was car- 
ried out, nevertheless. It was when 
the boys were little fellows, a couple 
of ‘‘scuffle-toes,”’ that their father re- 
marked: 

“It’s terrible how those boys go 
through their shoes. I never had the 
shoes that they do. I had to put up 
with high top-boots with heavy soles 
that never wore out. I’ve half a 
mind to get some for the boys.’ 

Mr. Coolidge was Mayor of North- 
ampton at that time, and it was not 
long before he wrote to his father in 
Plymouth, Vt., asking if there were 
any of those old-fashioned high boots 
on the market. Grandfather Coolidge 
searched diligently, and when he 
found the boots wanted forwarded 
them to his son in Northampton. The 
boys donned them. 

They were hand-made boots, hard 
as hickory except when treated with 


grease, and warranted never to wear 3 


out. Even if the soles had been made 
of tempered metal they could not have 
worn better or lasted longer. They 
vere boots, indeed. 

When the older boy appeared in 
school wearing the top-boots he cre- 
ated a sensation. Some of the boys 
were envious and some were derisive. 
But as he walked across the room it 
sounded as if he were dragging a bag 
of after him. Clump- 
ety, Clumpety, clump! went the boots 
that would not bend.

Summers were spent mosily at the 
Coolidge farm in Plymouth, Vt., 
where Mrs. Coolidge used to go blue- 
berrying, because blueberry pie is one 
of her husband’s favorite dishes, and 
where ‘Calvin used to teach the boys 
how to shoot and to farm. The boys 
enjoyed this no more than did their 
mother. One memorable vacation 
was spent down at Hull, where the 
boys got their first taste of swimming 
in the ocean. 

But ‘some of the 
were spent in Northampton. 
here Mrs. Coolidge helped the bovs 
in their games. First she had a tent 
constructed for them in the back yard 
so they could play at being gypsies 
Oe Indians, but that wasn’t enough. 
And later she built them a little house 
of their own, at least she blushingly 
zdmits that she sawed the boards. 

SO in devious ways; direct and -in- 
direct, Mrs. Coolidge played the part 
of mother to these two boys and shap- 
ed their character finely as she wished 
them. For a great many years her 
husband’s political position had forced 
her into social prominence, but she 
was first a mother to her boys and a 
wife to her husband.

not changed Grace Goodhue much, 
and she still believes profoundly in her 
old motto, “If you have a job to do, 
do it.” 

Although she had been an almost 
constant companion of her boys when 
circumstances permitted, Mrs. Cool- 
idge by no means believes in ‘‘petti- 
coat government,” feared it, in fact, 
when her husband’s time was so taken 
up that he had little of it for his boys. 
So she saw to it that her boys went 
to school where they would have men 
teachers. And talking of schooling 
and a mother’s duty she has said: 

“I am an advocate of public 
schools. I wish parents realized the 
duty and privilege which is theirs to 
visit their children’s classes. The 
mother of a child should make it a 
point to visit its school at least once 
a term to talk over the children’s prog- 
ress and discuss their intellectual and 
moral needs. In this way teachers 
and parents can combine their efforts 
for working out the greatest good for 
the child. There is much more in 
training children than mere _ book 
learning.” 

When the vice presidency fell to 
Calvin Coolidge the family we-ze fi- 
nally forced to leave their Northamp- 
ton home and live at Washington, but 
even here Mrs. Coolidge refused to 
give up her habits of old. She had 
never had a maid to set her table for 
her, and at the Willard hotel, in their 
suite of rooms she still insisted on 
setting her own table and declares that 
She is going to carry that right into 
the white house. | 

The boys she will now have only 
over week-ends and on holidays for 
they are both attending a sclrool in 
Pennsylvania, about 90 miles from 
Washington. 

Mrs. Frank B. Stearns, the. first 
lady’s closest confidante and friend 
has paid her a wonderful tribute. 

“She’s a wonderful wife, a wonder- 
ful mother and a wonderful cook,’’ 
says Mrs. Stearns, ‘“‘but in addition 
she is a woman of brains. Her let- 
ters are extremely clever. She is 
widely read and alert to all that is 
going on. Of course, her heart is in 
her home. She has simply devoted 
herself to her bcys, and they show 
the effects of her good influence. 

“But as to her culinary skill, only 
a few weeks ago we went over to see 
her mother in Burlington. When we 
got there Mrs. Coolidge went into 
the kitchen and cooked a _ splendid 
supper and had the boys wash up af- 
terwards. They both adore her.”’ 


S for her knitting, she still con- 

tinues that, and even entered a 
contest a few days ago, offering a 
baby carriage robe as a specimen of 
her work, which she says will be given 
to her first grandchild. 

There was some question, when 
Mrs. Coolidge first went to Washing- 
ton, as to the ability of this “home 
body,’’ this woman who loved to knit 
and was such a splendid cook and so 
forth, to take the important social po- 
sition as hostess at many big func- 
tions. From advance reports that 
had been received there it seemed 
impossible that she could fill the po- 
sition. with any kind of ease or grace. 

But speculations were silenced and 
doubts disarmed soon after the lady’s 
arrival. She carried everything be- 
fore her by just being herself, and 
here is what Washington said about it: 


“And Mrs. Coolidge> Well, she ts 
just the sweetest, dearest, most likable, 
approachable person in the world. Just 
to see her is to love her, and to know 


her is to fairly worship. her. She has 
beauty, grace, charm, common sense, 
cleverness, everything to be desired in 
the first lady of the land. I can’t say 
enough praise of Mrs Coolidge.” 


She has made her friends in her 
own way in Washington, and they 
have proven steadfast, for they have 
found the girl from New England that 
they had hoped for. 

Incidentally, the Coolidges have 
received a letter from the boys saying 
that some admirer has sent the presi- 
dent an angel cake to his Northamp- 
ton home—and that the cake was 
fine. 

So now we have come up to the 
edge of the future, and must leave 
Mrs. Coolidge, the youngest first lady 
since Mrs. Cleveland, to play hostess 
at the white house, with the best 
praise that has yet been said of her: 

‘‘No woman could be more lovable 
than this new first lady of the land.”

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Aiming at the Pinnacle of the Hemisphere 
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ascent of this greet mountain, stopped 
and with extraordinary courtesy and 
elf-abnegation smilingly motioned to 
me to go ahead in order that the di- 
rector of the expedition might be ac- 
tually the first person to reach the 
culminating point. 

In order to appreciate how great a 
sacrifice he was willing to make, it 
should be stated that his willingness 
to come on the expedition was due 
chiefly to a fondness for mountain 
climbing and his desire to add Coro- 
puna to his sheaf of victories. Greatly 
as | appreciated his kindness in mak- 
ing way for me, I could only acquiesce 
#1 so far as to Continue the climb by 
his side. We reached the top togeth- 
er, and sank down upon the snow. 

The truncated summit is an oyal- 
shaped snow field, almost flat, having 
an area of nearly half an acre, about 
100 feet north and south and 175 feet 
east and west. If it once were, as we 
supposed, a volcanic crater, the pit 
had long since been filled up with 
snow and ice. There were no rocks to 
be seen on the rim—only the hard 
crust of the glistening white surface 

The view from the top was deso- 
late in the extreme. We were in the 
midst of a great volvanic desert dotted 
with isolated peaks covered with snow 
and occasional glaciers. Not an atom 
of green was to be Seen anywhere. 
Apparently we stood on top of a dead 
world. 

Mountain climbers in the Andes 
have frequently speken of seein¥ con- 
dors at great altitudes. We saw none. 
Northwest, twenty miles away across 
the Pampa Colorada, a reddish d>?serf, 
rose snow-capped Solimana. In the 
other direction we looked along the 
range of Coropuna itself; several of 
the lesser peaks being only a few hun- 
dred feet below cur elevation. Far 
to the southwest we imagined we 
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could see the faint blue of the Pacific 
ocean, but it was very dim. 

My father was an ardent mountain 
climber, glorying not only in the dif- 
ficulties of the ascent, but particularly 
in the satisfaction coming from the 
magnificent view to be obtained at the 
top. His zeal had led him once, in 


winter, to ascend the highest peak in- 


the Pacific, Mauna Kea on Hawai. He 
taught me as a boy to be fond of 
climbing the mountains of Oahu and 
Mauri and to be appreciative of the 
views which could be obtained by such 
expenditures of effort. Yet now I 
could not take the least interest or 
pleasure in the view from the top of 
Coropuna, nor could my companions. 
No sense of satisfaction in having at- 
tained a difficult objective cheered 
us up. We all felt greatly depressed. 
We said little, although Gamarra 
asked for his bonus and regarded the 
five gold sovereigns—which had been 
promised to him for remaining with 
us to the top—with grim compla- 
cency. 

FTER we. had recovered some- 

what we began to take observa- 
tions. Unslinging the ‘aneroid which 
| had been carrying, | found to my 
dismay that the needle showed: a 
height of only 21,525 feet above sea 
level. Tucker’s aneroid read mere 
than a thousand feet higher, 22,550 
feet, but even this fell short of Rai- 
mondi’s estimate of 22,775 feet, and 
consderably below Bandelier’s ‘‘23,- 
000 feet.” 

This was a bitter disappointment. 
We had hoped that the aneroids would 
at least show a margin over the alti- 
tude of Mt. Aconcagua, 22,763 feet. 
Such a discovery served to dampen 
our spirits still further. 

At all events the north peak did 
look lower than we were. To satisfy 
any doubts on this subject, Tucker 
took the wooden box in which we had 
brought the hypsometer, laid it on the 
Stanley pocket level, and took a 
Squint over it to the north peak. He 
smiled and said nothing. So each of 
us in turn lay down in the snow and 
took a squint. Jt was all right. We 
were at least 250 feet higher than 
that aggravating peak, 

After arriving at this relatively sat- 
isfactory conclusion we pitched the 
little Mummery tent, set up the tri- 
pod for the mercurial barometer, ar- 
ranged the boiling point thermom- 
eter with its apparatus, and, in the 
next four hours, with the aid of ko- 
daks and notebooks proceeded to 
take as many observations as possible. 

When we had finished the readings, 
we greedily drank the water which 
had been heated for the hypsometer. 
We were thirsty enough to have 
drunk five times as much. We were 
not hungry, and made no use of our 
provisions except a few raisins, some 
sugar, and chocolate. 

Upon completing our observations, 
we fastened the little tetn as securely 
as possible, banking the snow around 
it, and left it on top, first having 
placed in it one of the Appalachian 
mountain cClub’s brass record cylin- 
ders, in which we had sealed the Yale 
flag, a contemporary map of Peru, 
and two brief statements regarding 
the ascent. The American flag was 


left flying from a nine-foot pole, 
which we planted at the northwest 
rim of the dom@ 


We left the summit at three o’clock 
and arrived-at the 20,000 foot camp 
two hours and fifteen minutes later. 
No one in the western hemisphere had 


ever made night camps at 20,0007 


feet or pitched a tent as high as the 
summit of Coropuna. 

That night, although unspeakably 
weary, none of us slept much. The 
violent whooping cough continued 
and all of us were nauseated again 
in the morning. We felt so bad and 
were able to take so little nourishment 
that it was determined to get to a 
lower level as fast as possible. To 
lighten our loads we left behind some 
of the supplies. 

We broke camp at 9:20. Eighteen 
minutes later, without having to rest, 
the cache was reached and the few 
remnants were picked up. Although 
many things had been abandoned, our 
loads seemed heavier than ever. 


BOUT noon we heard a faint hal- 

loo, and finally made out two 
animated specks far down the moun- 
tain side. The effect of again see- 
ing somebody from the outside world 
was rather a choking sensation. Tuck- 
er, who led the way, told me long 
afterward that he could not keep the 
tears from running down his cheeks. 
The “‘spe¢ks” turned out to be Wat- 
kins and an Indian boy, who, having 
come up as high as was Safe without 
ropes or crampons, relieved us of 
some weight. 

The base camp was reached at half- 
past twelve 

The next day all of us felt exhausted 
and drowsy. In fact, | was almost 
overcome with inertia. It was a fear- 
ful task even to lift one’s hand. The 
sun had burned our faces terribly. 
Our.lips were painfully swollen. We 
coughed and whooped. It seemed 
best to, get back to a still lower al- 
titude for the mules. So we broke 
camp, and went rapidly downward to 
the Indian’s huts. 

Immediately our malaise left us. 
We felt physically stronger.. We took 
deep breaths as though we had got- 
ten back to sea level. There was no 
sensation of oppression on the chest. 
Yet we were still actually higher than 
the top of Pike’s peak. 

We could move rapidly about with- 
out getting out of breath; the aggra- 
vating “‘whooping cough”’ left us; and 
our appetites returned. To be sure, 
we still suffered from the effects of 
snow and sun. On the ascent I had 
been very thirsty and foolishly had al- 
lowed myself to eat a considerable 
amount of snow. As a result my 
tongue was now so extremely sensi- 
tive that pieces of soda biscuit tasted 
like broken glass. 

There followed two days of rest- 
ing and waiting. Then the smiling 
arrieros, surprised and delighted at 
seeing us alive again after our adven- 
ture with Coropuna, arrived with our 
mules... The next day we returned to 
Chuquibamba. ° 

Subsequently, Chief Topographer 
Hendriksen completed his survey and 
found the latitude of Coropuna to be 
15 degrees, 31 seconds south, and the 
longtitude to be 72 degrees, 42 min- 
utes, 40 seconds west of Greenwich. 
He computed its altitude to be 21,- 
703 feet above sea level. The result 
of comparing the readings of our mer- 


curial barometer, taken at the sum- 
mit, with the simultaneous readings 


taken at Arequipa gave practically the 
same figures. There was less than 
sixty feet difference between the two. 
Although Coropuna proved to be 
thirteen hundred feet lower than 
Bandilier’s estimate, and a thousand 
feet-lower than the highest mountain 
in SouthAmerica, still it is a thousand 
feet higher than the highest mountain 
in North America. While we were 
glad we were the first to reach the 
top, we all agreed we would never 
do it again! %

confidential advisers in business. But 
the American rarely. 

“I want my wife to keep out of 
Wall street,” said a famous banker to 
me one day at lunch in the Bankers’ 
club. ‘‘And supposing she decided to 
keep you out of the home!” I re- 
toried. He was silent. That angle 
had not struck him. 

But 1 do know of one case in 
which the editress of a great Ameri- 
can magazine invariably consulted her 
old father, now a man of seventy- 
four, in all matters pertaining to her 
craft. There is always the exception 
“to prove the rule, which | hope the 
fair reader will remember in reading 
these rather sweeping comments, 
which, as I said, are made with diffi- 
dence. 

I remember after giving a lecture 
on these lines on the ccest receiving 
dozens of indignant letters from wom- 
en who declared that their men-folk 
always consulted them in all their un- 
dertakings. (They did not say wheth- 
er they always consulted their men- 
folk in theirs.) One of these indignant 
‘documents was from the wife of a 
friend of my own, a dstinguished 
American official whom I had met in 
Northern Europe some years before. 
It ran: 


“W READ with some surprise 
your remark at the 
club upon sex-segregation in 
America, for you know, having 
so often been in our home, how 
much Jack and I love each other 
and how much we are to each 
other. Ours is the ideal mar- 
riage. It is true that I do not 
know half a dozen other mar- 
riages equally happy, but surely 
our case alone goes to prove 
that you are mistaken. fe 


Here are the facts about this par- 
ticular marriage. ‘‘Jack’’ was up at 
6 and at his desk at 6:30, summer 
and winter, often working until 11 
p. m., or even until midnight. Never 
in all the times that I had visited 
him and his wife did I ever hear them 
exchange a word about his profession- 
al work. The fact that people ‘“‘love” 
is not sufficient. The question is: 
are they friends and comrades? 

For comradeship is an essential part 
of all lovership. 

Crossing on the ferry from New 
Jersey to Twenty-third street, New 
-York, I got into a conversation with a 
man who turned out to be manager 
to a great publishing house. He was 
a splendid type of American, ‘“de- 
cent,’ as we Say on the other side of 
the Atlantic. We talked about 
wonten. 

“I don’t believe in the future of 
women,” he said. ‘The modern 
woman is a slave to lip-salve and pow- 
der. She thinks only of making a 
good marriage. Look at the girls on 
this boat going to work uptown. 
Count from where we are standing 
and tell me how many of the twenty 
girls we see are not painted on lips 
or cheek.’’ We counted. There was 
one possible exception, and only one! 

What could 1 say? I who believe 
so absolutely in the future of wom- 
en, for the simpler reason that I be- 
lieve also in their past. Useless to 
show my friend of the moment where 
and how he was wrong—that even 
the painted face may have an earnest 
soul behind it. He was a dsillusioned 


man. One cannot argue with disil- 
lusionment. 

Yet, and once more | take my cour- 
age in both hands to say it, the aver- 
age (I do not speak of the exception- 
al woman) American woman makes 
one fatal mistake in dealing with her 
man-folk. ‘She seeks to please.” 

Her business is not to please, but 
to ‘‘find’’ herself—to develop herself 
at whatever cost. The male who is 
won by coquetry—that poor, broken, 
blunted weapon of the woman who 
is passing, and indeed sometimes 
passe—by being waited on or cajoled 
or pleased is not worth winning. 


In Denmark, that little ideal land 
of sex equality, the woman stands 
four-square with her mate. She says 
in effect: “You don’t marry me, or I 
you: we are marry each other. We 
are lovers, it is true, but we are also 
comrades,”’ 

Europe has its own “slavishness”’ 
in these things, but at least a begin- 
ning is being made, as I believe it is 
being made in America among the 
most cultured and intelligent, to wipe 
out these anomalies of which we have 
spoken. The American woman of 
this and the next generation can, if 
she will, bring America far beyond the 


stage that Europe has reached in the 
new concept of sex-relationship, for 
the simple reason that, for good or ill, 
and as | have repeatedly pointed out, 
the immediate future of thinking 
America has been placed in the hands 
of the Woman. In sex, as in so much 
else, woman in America is the de- 
terminative factor.

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Good Late Season Preserves 
and Pickles for Empty Jars 


HIS is the time of year for making some of the best of the preserves, those 
rather rich fruit preserves that many people like best of all of “canned” things. 
Here are recipes for some of them, the fruit fruit for which is in the market 
now or will be a little later—at its best and cheapest: 


Grape Butter. 


Remove pulp from ripe or half ripened grapes and cook the pulp until 


soft enough to rub through a colander. 


Add the skins and cook until tender. 


Add sugar, allowing to each pound of fruit a half pound of sugar, or more if the grapes 


are quite green. 
Preserved Quinces. 

Use the oranage quinces. Wipe, pare, 
quarter, and remove all the core and the 
hard part under the core. Take an equal 
weight of sugar. Cover the quinces with 
cold water. Let them come slowly to a 
boil. Skin, and when nearly soft put one- 
quarter of the sugar on the top, but do not 
stir. When this. boils, add another part 
of the sugar, and continue until all the 
Sugar is in the kettle. Let them boil slow- 
ly until the color you like, either light or 
dark, 

Preserved Pears. 

To six pounds of pears, add four pounds 
of sugar, two coffee cups of water, the 
_ juice of two lemons, and the rind of one, 
a handful of whole ginger; boil all together 


for twenty minutes, then put in pears and: 


boil till soft, say about a quarter of an 
hour; take them out and boil syrup a lit- 
tle longer; then put back fruit and let 
come to boil; bottle while hot. 


Plum Conserve. 

Sweet plums, one pound (two dozen); 
salt, 1-4 teaspoon; raisins, 1-3 pound (one 
cup); cold water, half cup; oranges, two; 
nut meats, 1-8 pound (1-4 cup); corn 
syrup, dark, 1-3 cup. Wash plums; stone 
and cut into pieces; add seeded raisins, 
orange pulp and peel, cut very fine, corn 
syrup, salt and water; simmer until it has 
the consistency of marmalade (about 1 1-2 
hours of slow cooking). Add nuts five 
minutes before removing from fire. Pack 
in hot jars. Partially seal. Sterilize 16 
minutes. Tighten; seal. 

Are your jam jars all full. If they are 
not, fill them up. There will come a dull 
winter day, be sure, when you will crave 
more jam than you have. Here are some 
yarticularly good things for the jam. shelf. 


Jamboree. 


Seven and one-half pints of grape juice, 
cround cinnamon, 8 1-2 pounds of pears, 
peeled and cut fine, ground allspice; 8 1-2 
pounds of apples, peeled and cut fine, 
eround cloves; 12 pounds of sugar. Pre- 
pare the grapes as for graffe jelly (see 
recipe), allowing half pound of sugar to 
every pint of juice. When it has boiled 
rapidly for twenty minutes, put this syrup 
into a large kettle with the pears, apples 
and sugar, allowing half a pound of sugar 
to one pound of pears and apples. Bring 
to a boil; then set aside where it will sim- 
mer gently, but without interruption, Stir 
very often, and mash the fruit as smooth 
as possible. After four hours and thirty 
minutes, add ground spices, as above, using 
very little cloves. Then if like thick bat- 
ter, put into jars and next day cover with 
paraffine. The jamboree should be almost 
of the consistency of apple butter. 


Peach Marmalade. 


Peel ripe peaches, stone them, and cut 
them small; weigh three-quarters of a 
pound of sugar for each pound of cut fruit, 
and a teacup of water for each pound of 
sugar; set it over the fire; when it boils, 
skim it clear, then put in the peaches, let 
them boil quite fast; mash them fine, and

Grape and Orange Jam. 


To six pounds of grapes allow two 
pounds of raisins, four pounds of sugar 
and four oranges. Cut off the thin yellow 
rind of the oranges and chop fine, together 
with the seeded raisins. Pulp the grapes 
and cook until soft enough to rub through 
a collander. Add to the skins, cook fifteen 
minutes, put in raisins, orange peel, juice 
and sugar and simmer down genily until 
jellied, 

And then there are all sorts of pickles. 
Here are some good ones: 


Green Tomato Pickles. 


Green tomato pickles are usually made 
after the first frosts. They may come 
Shortly, now, and so it is well to have oa 
hand your recipes for these pickles. 

Piccalelli. 

One peck of green tomatoes; eight 
Onions; four green peppers; Slice all, and 
put in layers, sprinkle on one cupof salt, 
and let them remain overnight; in the 
morning press dry through a sieve, put it 
in a porcelain kettle and cover with vine- 
gar; add one cup of sugar, a tablespoon 
each of cinnamon ,allspice and ground 
cloves in a bag; stew slowly about an hour, 
or until the tomatoes are as soft as you 
desire. 


Chow Chow. 


One peck of green tomatoes, haif peck 
of string beans, quarter peck of smal{ white 
Onions, quarter pint of green and red pep- 
pers, mixed, two large heads of cabbage, 
four tablespoons of white mustard seed, 
two of white or black cloves, two of celery 
seed, two of allspice, one small box of yel- 
low mustard, one pound of brown sugar, 
one ounce of turmeric; slice the tomatoes 
and let stand over night in brine that wilf 
bear an egg; then squeeze out brine, chop 
cabbage, onions and beans; chop tomatoes 
separately, mix with the spices, put all in 


boil three hours. 
Spanish Pickle. 

Two gallons of green tomatoes, Sliced 
without peeling. Two quarts of vinegar, 
one of sugar, two tablespoons each of salt, 
ground mustard, and black pepper, and one 
each of allspice and cloves. Mix, and stew 
all together until tender, stirring often to 
prevent scorching. Put in small glass jars. 

Fresh Tomato Pickle. 


Slice one peck of green tomatoes and 
six good-sized white onions; put them ina 
Stone far, sprinkling salt between the layers, 
using one teacup of salt for the peck of 
tomatoes; let them stand over night; in the 
morning drain off the liquor; boil for ten 
minutes in a porcelain kettle, in two quarts 
of water and one quart of vinegar; then 
Skim out the tomatoes and onions. Throw 
away the liquor; put into the kettle three 
quarts of vinegar and two pomnds of brown 
sugar; let it come to a boil and skim; then 
add one-fourth of a pound of mustard seed, 
two tablespoons each of ground cloves, cin- 
namon, allspice, nutmeg, and ginger, and 
one red pepper cut fine, with seeds re- 
moved; put in the tomatoes and cook all 
ten minutes; then put in a stone jar or in 
cans, as preferred. 

If you can get hold of green walnuts, 
by all means make some of the good things 
that can be made of walnuts for winter use 
—pickles and catsup. Here are recipes 
for them: ,

N enormous change has come about 
in the way peop!e regard ill 
health since grandmother was a 
girl.

The Kick-off 


| THE FUN BOX | 


(This is the third ef a sories of twelve 
lessons which bring eut the most impor- 
tant points which every tey should know 
who wants to learn te play feotball right.) 


The best method ‘er placing the 
batt for a’ kick-off is te build a lit- 
tle mound of earth five or six inches 
high and place the bal! on this mound 
with its axts at an angie approximate- 
ly 45 degrees toward the epronents 
goal, as shown in the uUfustration. 

Hit Ball at Lewer Peint 

The kicker’s toe must then bit the 
ball at the lower point. As he starts 
forward toward the bal ke should 
keep his eyes glued on this point, and 


they should remain there until after 
the kick is made. 

A good kicker starts from a mark 
about ten yards away from the ball 
and runs through naturally. As he 
eomes up to the bail his left. foot 
should be ydaced about six inches in 
the rear ang to the rizht of the ball 

Right Foot Swings Through, 

His right foot should swing through, 
with the toe held naturally and the 
leg muscle tense. The kicking foot 
should fellow through as high and as 
far ferWard as possible, giving the 
kicker? ‘mere distance.

How to Make a Sewing Box 


The Bittle sliding tray for thimble, 
needies and pims must Ix made very 
carefully so that it can sitde back and 
forth without sticking.

The covers are fastened to the box 
as shown im the drawmeg, with smal! 
brass hinges. Sandpaper the calinet 
side and out before staining and 
varnishing it.
